Schweitzer Predicts Or- 
dinance Will Pass, Says 
Majority of Aldermen 
Are in Favor of Pro- 
posed Change. 


Letters and petitions urging 
passage of the bill for daylight 
saving time continued to pour 
into the office of the Board of 
Aldermen _ yesterday increasing 


‘the majority of those in favor of 


the change in time during the 
@mmer months to six to one, 

A total of 1277 writers urged 
passage of the measure in letters 
and petitions, while only 198 op- 
posed it. Letters from 651 indi- 
viduals and 10 petitions, bearing 
626 names, had been received 
from proponents of the measure 
and 138 letters and three peti- 
tions, with 65 signatures, from 
opponents. 

President Albert L. Schweitzer 
of the board predicted the bill 
will be passed, saying he had 
talked to about half the members 
of the board. 

“The majority of the aldermen 
are in favor of the measure, It 
will be passed,” he said. 

Most of those who wrote the 
board urging passage of the legis- 
lation did not give any reasons 
for their stand, an analysis of the 


letters and petitions received by, 


George W. Hartman, clerk of the 
board, and Alderman Louis A. 
Lange, sponsor of the bill and 
chairman of the aldermanic legis- 
lation committee, showed. This 
is true also of those opposed to it. 

Passage Sought This Session. 

Lange will ask the legislation 
committee at its meeting Wednes- 
day at 2 p.m. t vote the measure 
out of committee in order that 
t may come before the board for 
passage before the present ses- 
sion ends April 5. 

Of those persons who stated 
heir reasons for advocating day- 
light saving time, the majority 

ve as their chief reason the 
fact that it provides them an 

dditional hour of daylight to 
work in their gardens, as has 
been recommended by President 

iman as a means of comple- 
menting the nation’s food supply, 
br work on their lawns. Ninety- 
hree of the writers listed this 

s their main reason. 

Those favoring the bill for gar- 
fening purposes were but slightly 

ead of the writers who advo- 

ted the change in time because 
it would give them an extra hour 
of sunshine and daylight which 
hey could spend in outdoor sports, 
uch as golf and tennis, and to 

njoy the parks. A total of 81 
persons gave this as their chief 
reason. 

Other Keasons Given. 

Eight persons said they desired 
he change in time for business 

asons because it would even the 
ime difference between St. Louis 

nd other cities in which they 
nsact business and which have 
daylight saving time. One writer 
said the reason he favored the 
hange is that he became accus- 
tomed to daylight saving time dur- 
ing the war. 

Fifty-three of the writers favor- 
ing the bill were non-residents of 
the city, five being residents of 
the East Side and 48 residents of 
St. Louis county.

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HOUSE GROUP URGES 
6-TO-12-CCENT RISE 
IN BUTTER PRICES 


Recommends Control of Dairy 
Products Be Taken Away 
From OPA. 


WASHINGTON, March 9 (UP) 
—The House Food Investigating 
Committee tonight proposed. a 
butter ceiling price increase of 6 
to 12 cents a pounds as a means 
of increasing production. 

In a report critical of the Of- 
fice of Price Administration, the 


committee recommended that all 
price control over dairy products 
be taken away from OPA and 
given to the Agriculture Depart- 
ment, 


“The officials of the OPA have 
shown little interest in the prob- 
lems of production, and appear to 
be guided only by the now shat- 
tered policy of holding the line,” 
the committee said. 


In addition the ide of da called 
for gradual reduction of dairy sub- 
sidies heginning July 1 and their 
complete elimination by Jan. 1, 
1947. Price cejlings, it said, should 
be raised as subsidies are removed 
and taken off the industry entirely 
“not later than the spring of 
1947.”

LQS ANGELES, March 9 (AP) 
— An Australian war bride, the 
former Edna Marshall .of Cairns, 
was hoping today for a reconcilia- 
tion with her American husband 
who failed to meet her when she 
arrived here yesterday with their 

2-year-old daughter, 

“My feeling for her just changed, 
that’s all,” the husband, Charles 
A. Beckham, told a reporter. “Late 
in February I wired her not to 
come but her boat already had 
left.” 

“IT am go confused and home- 
sick and afraid,” Mrs. Beckham 
said at the home of her hifsband’s 
stepmother, who met the train on 
which the 25-year-old wife ar- 
rived with a party of 51 Austra- 
lian war brides and 24 children. 
“I love Charles dearly.” 


PROPOSES. BUILDING ISLAND 
IN ATLANTIC FOR U.N.O. HOME 


Representative Somers Suggests 
Site Off Jersey Coast North 
of Atlantic City. 


WASHINGTON, March 9 (AP) 
—Representative Andrew L. Som- 
ers (Dem.), New York, came for- 
ward today with this suggested 
solution for U.N.O.’s home-hunting 
problems: Build it an island on 
the Atlantic coast. 

Somers credited the idea for an 
autonomous island city to be the 
headquarters of the United Na- 
tions Organization to Maj. Joseph 
Cassavago, former consulting en- 
gineer of New York City. He out- 
lined the plan in the Congressional 
Record. 

A site on the New Jersey coast, 
a few miles north of Atlantic City, 
was suggested.

CTIZENS’ GROUP 
FOR SINGLE RAT 
CONTROL AGENCY 


Trained ‘ Staff, Ample 
Funds Advocated — 
Mayor Called On for 


Extraordinary Action. 


St. Louis should break precedent 
in its efforts to eliminate rats 
as it did in its effort to abate 
the smoke nuisance, Mayor Aloys 
P, Kaufman was told yesterday 
by the Citizens’ Rodent Control 
Committee. 

The committee advocated a sin- 
gle agency with trained person- 
nel to carry on the fight against 
rodents. It should be supplied with 
funds necessary to do a com- 
plete job of controlling rodents, 
the group said. 

Recognizing that no other city 
had ever taken action to set up 
a single agency for rodent con- 
trol, the committe. pointed out, 
however, that there ig no reason 
for not attempting it in St. Louis. 

Cites Smoke Elimination, i 

“We call your attention to the 
fact that there was no precedent 
for the way in which St. Louls 
eliminated the smoke problem,” 
the committee’s report. stated, 
“and yet St. Louis is being point- 
ed out as having the best method 


of smoke abatement in the United 
States. 


“This committee feels that now 
is the time to take the step which 
again will place St. Louis in the 
forefront of municipalities in cor- 
ce problems of this charac- 
er,” 

Enforcement problems in a rat 
control program are.now divided 
between the Health Department 
and the Police Department, the 
committee said, with the result 
that citizens frequently are re- 
ferred from one to the other and 
begin to feel they are not given 
the attention warranted, 

A single agency to handle the 
rodent control enforcement prob- 
lems could be placed in any of 
the departments now operating, 
the committee said. This agency 
should have the funds to conduct 
an adequate program, but no spe- 
cific amount was recommended. 

Rubbish and Garbage. 

Besides enforcement, two other 
aspects of rodent control were 
organization and 


education, 

Because two important phases 
of the program are vested by the 
City Charter in the Department 
of Streets and Sewers—those of 
garbage and rubbish collection 
(when authorized by appropri- 
ation)—the committee indicated 
this department might well keep 
those functions, 

“Two of the main problems to 
be solved in any rat control pro- 
gram are those of, rubbish and 
garbage disposal,” the report said. 
“There cannot be any great meas- 
ure of success until both are 
handled properly. During’ the 
course of our investigation we 
know that many citizens com- 
plained that their garbage is not 
being handled properly. The De- 
partment of Streets & Sewers is

168 Parachute Troopers Refuse 
To Jump, Lose Wings and Boots 


WASHINGTON, March 9 (AP) 
—Prized wing insignia and boots 
were summarily stripped from 168 
parachute troopers who refused to 
jump from planes in a training 
exercise at Fort Bragg, N. C., last 
month, it was disclosed today. The 
men were transferred to other 
army units. 

Reports to the War Department 
said 700 paratroopers took part 
in the jump as scheduled, how- 
ever, on Feb, 16 with the Mexican 
Secretary of War a spectator. 

Plans for advance _ practice 
jumps and the final leap were out- 
lined two weeks ahead and most 
of the balking group announced 
then they would not take part, 
although they had drawn their 
extra parachute pay—$50 a month 
for enlisted men—only two days 
before. 

Officials stressed that the para- 
chutists are all volunteers and, 


except in war time, can request 


transfer to other and less hazard- 
ous branches of service. 

Why the group refused to jump 
was not stated but officials as- 
sumed that, with the war over, the 
men did not care to face the 
hazards. Two men were injured 
in the Feb. 16 exetcise. 

The stripping of wings and loss 
of extra pay was ordered by Maj. 
Gen. James M. Gavin, who led 
members of his Eighty-second Air- 
borne Division in a Fifth avenue 
parade in New York on their re- 
tugn from fighting in Europe. The 
men involved were veterans of nu- 
merous jumps, though not in com- 
bat. All were members of the 
515th Parachute Regiment, a part 
of the Thirteenth Airborne Divi- 
sion. @

SOVIET DEPARTURE 
FROM MUKDEN 1 
REPORTED: RED 
UPRISING FEARED 


Situation in City Said to 
Be Tense, With Fires 
Raging and Alleged 
Chinese Communists 
Active in Suburbs. 


SHANGHAI, Sunday, March 10 
(AP)—Russian troops have with- 
drawn completely from Mukden 
but the situation there is tense, 
with fires raging and an uprising 
by Chinese Communists feared, 
the Chinese Central News Agency 
reported today. 

The agency dispatch said alleged 
Chinese Communist forces were 
active in the suburbs and it was 
feared they might attempt to seize 
control of the hungry, sprawling 
city of 2,000,000. 

Before evacuating the city the 
Russians turned over 
rison duties to the Chinese, the 
dispatch said. A Chinese Central 
Government force of some 14,000 
men has been in Mukden for 


some weeks, but until the Rus- 
Sian evacuation was restricted to 
a limited secttion of the city. 

There was no estimate of the 
strength of the alleged Commu- 
nist forces in the area. 


Move Out by Train, 


Trainloads of Russian troops 
from Mukden already have ar- 
rived in Changchun, the Man- 
churian capital, the Central News 
Agency said, and others traveled 
south to Port Arthur, where the 
Chinese-Soviet treaty authorizes 
Russia to station troops. 

The dispatch did not sa¥Y wheth- 
er the troops arriving in Chang- 
chun were in transit to more dis- 
tant points or were unloading 
there. 

It said the Soviet withdrawal 
from Mukden began Thursday and 
was completed yesterday, with the 
bulk of the troops moving north- 
ward, Pi, 

Not too Optimistic, 


High Chinese quarters in Chung- 
king said they did not regard the 
Mukden evacuation as necessarily 
indicating a general Russian with- 
drawal from Manchuria. These 
sources, declining to be quoted by 
name, said they had not received 
any information so far suggesting 
a general withdrawal was under 
way, and that until they did so 
they would not be too optimistic. 


Nevertheless, the news. that 
Manchuria’s largest city was in 
Chinese hands after almost 14% 
years of foreign occupation was 
greeted with relief in Chungking. 

Chinese revorts said that 560 
Central Government officials as- 
signed to take over administration 
of the vast territory would be at 
their posts by Monday. They are 
being flown into Manchuria in 
chartered planes. 

Factories Stripped. 


American correspondents who 
recently visited Mukden found its 
hundreds of Japanese-built fac- 
tories stripped of their machinery. 
‘They were told by the Russian 
commander that Japanese troops 
captured in Manchuria had been 
shipped to Siberia and that the 
Russians had no repatriation pro- 
gram in mind. 

Meanwhile, Lt. Gen. Albert C. 
Wedemeyer, commander of Amer- 
ican forces in China, told corre- 
spondents here today that he had 
“taken =appropriate steps, as 
theater commander, to ascertain 
my responsibility in Manchuria.” 

Wedemeyer said Manchuria al- 
ways had been considered part of 
his China theater command; and 
that if the Russians had not 
been advised of the American plan 
for repatriating Manchurian Japa- 
nese “they certainly will be in 
the very near future.” 


Asked to define his own re- 
sponsibility regarding repatriation 
of Japanese in Manchuria, Wede- 
meyer replied that even Secretary 
of State Byrnes had given “no 
clearcut answer” to that. 

(Terms of the Japanese sur- 
render last autumn provided that 
all Japanese prisoners of war 
would be returned to Japan.) 

Wedemeyer said that any word 
regarding the dispatch of truce 
teams into Manchuria to forestall 
fighting between Chinese Commu- 
nists’ and Central Government 
troops would have to come from 
Gen. George C. Marshall, special 
American envoy and’ member of 
the truce commission 

Marshall Summoned to U.S. 


Marshall has been summoned to 
Washington by President Truman, 
presumably to discuss the Man- 
churian situation. He is expected 
to leave China about March 15. 

A source close to Marshall said 
today that an invitation to the 
Russian commander in Manchuria 
to appoint Soviet representatives 
on truce teams for Manchuria 
might overcome any Soviet oppo- 
sition to American entry. As yet 
no American officers have been 
permitted to travel in the Russian- 
occupied territory. 

Both Central Government and 
Chinese Communist leaders have 
asked Marshall to extend truce 
team activities into Manchuria. 

American-led truce teams have 
proved effective in North China, 
helping to implement the cease- 


fire orders issued to rival Chinese 
factions Jan, 13.

LIGHTNING KILLS WILD GEESE 


SAN FRANCISCO, March 9 
(AP)—The State Division of Fish 
and Game reported today that 
more than 400 wild geese and a 
few ducks, found dead after a 
thunderstorm Feb. 3° “in Sutter 
county, had been killed’ by 
lightning. 

It concluded that a “large 
mass of assorted birds” was 
flying near the ranch when a bolt 
of lightning headed earthward and 
passed through the flock, “certain-

DUBLIN, March 9 (AP) — The 
body of John Cardinal Glennon, 
Archbishop of St. Louis, received 
the homage of this Catholic city 
tonight, at the presidential resi- 
dence in Phoenix Park. The noted 
churchman, 83 years old and lately 
elevated to the Sacred College, 
died there at 8:51 o'clock this 
morning (1:51 a.m, St. Louis time), 
after an acute illness of two days, 
following fatigue and an attack 
of bronchitis during his 18 days’ 
stay in Rome, 

Ireland's people, who looked 
upon Cardinal Glennon as repre- 
senting his native island, hardly 
less than his adopted Mississippi 
Valley, in the Church’s highest 
councils, will honor him for four 
days before his body is taken by 
airplane to the United States. 

Near the end, it -was made 
known today, Cardinal Glennon, 
who earlier had been in a semi- 
comatose’ state, regaifed con- 
sciousness, and was aware of the 


administration of the last sacra- 
ments, 

“He had a beautiful death,” one 
of the nursing Sisters of Charity 
at his bedside said. 

His wish to be buried in the St. 
Louis Cathedral, which he built, 
was disclosed by the Rev. Thomas 
O’Donnell, a boyhood friend, who 
was one of his last visitors. 


Desired Burial in St. Louis. 


Thursday night, his Eminence 
roused himself from semi-con- 
sciousness and said to one of the 
two sisters attending him: 

“You know, sister, our little par- 
ty has been-a long time together 
in our journey from §&t. Louis to 
Rome and back here. In another 
week we shall be separated from 
one another—perhaps never to 
meet again here below.” 

“Where would Your Eminence 
like to be laid to rest?” the sis- 
ter asked. 

He smiled, then said seriously: 

“Not in Ireland, not even in 
Kinnegad (his birthplace), but in 
St. Louis, among the people I 
love so well and where I have 
spent my life and labors, In fact, 
sister, I have marked a little 
crypt for myself in the Chapel of 
Holy Souls in the St. Louis Ca- 
thedral. It is there I wish to go.” 

Last night he spoke again, Al 
most his last words were: 

“I belong to St. Louis.” 

Father O'Donnell is president 
of All Hallows College in Dublin, 
which Cardinal Glennon attended 
as a young man, 


Requiem Mass Monday, 


The prelate’s body lay in state 
tonight, clad in the full pontifical 
robes of a prince of the church. 
Tomorrow evening the body will 
be taken to All Hallows College, 
where the Cardinal studied for the 
priesthood. A requiem mass will 
be sung for him there Monday 
morning by Msgr. John P. Cody, 
Chancellor of the St. Louis Arch- 
diocese, who accompanied the Car- 
dinal to Rome. Archbishop John 
C. McQuaid of Dublin will preside. 


Monday afternoon the body will 
be taken to Mullinger where it 
will lie in state in the cathedral 
which Cardinal Glennon helped to 
build and which he consecrated in 
the fall of 1939. Bishop Dalton of 
Mullingar will sing a requiem for 
the Cardinal Wednesday morning. 

The cortege, with military es- 
cort, then will proceed across Eire, 
through his native Kinnegad, in 
County Westmeath, to Rineanna 
fo the flight to America. The 
body will be flown in a Constella- 
tion plane, the same type as that 
in which he made the journey to 
Rome.

Americans Redeem Printing Press Occupa- 
tion Marks, But No One Else Does— 


Use Script.

FRANKFURT-AM-MAIN, March 
9—Because there is the persistent 
but unconfirmed belief in official 
quarters here that the Soviet Gov- 
ernment has resorted to the whole- 
sale printing of occupation cur- 
rency—all of which is legal tender 
and must be redeemed when pre- 
sented in the American occupation 
zone—the American Army in Ger- 
many is considering the issuing of 
new form of script which will be 
valid only for American and au- 
thorized personnel: in the Ameri- 
can zone, 

Currency control books also are 
being prepared to replace the pres- 
ent ones, which are inadequate to 
cope with ingenious - financiers, 
and it is planned that in the near 
future no dollar credits will be 
extended to any individual beyond 
what he has earned from the 
Army or received from the United 
States. The new books will bear 
registered numbers and will be 
made of tamper-proof paper. 

A high ranking Army official 
who cannot be quoted charged 


also plans to curtail drastically 
activities of military and civilian 
personnel] in the black market. 

According to present plans, au- 
thorized military and civilian per- 
sonnel will buy coupon books in 
varying amounts for purchase at 
Army stores and post exchanges 
of clothes, food, drinks, tobacco 
and similar items. When a coupon 
book is purchased its value will 
be deducted against the dollar 
credit in the control book. Thus 
an individual will not be able to 
spend his excess occupation cur- 
rency in the European theater 
while leaving untouched the sal- 
ary and savings credits entered 
into his control book.

The official, who declined to per- 
mit the use of his name, asserted 
that the Russians were making 
sure that Manchuria would be in- 
dustrially weak while Soviet mari- 
time provinces in the Pacific have 
a chance to take the machinery 
and build up strategic industries. 
He said the Russians definitely 
regarded Manchuria as a threat to 
their security and were ready to 
use force now to obtain conces- 
sions. 

Learned From Experience. 
The official pointed out that the 
Russians had learned from bitter 
experience that they had to main- 
tain a large army in Siberia to 
watch the Japanese in Manchuria 
and they wanted to avoid this 
hereafter. 

As to what Russia may ask of 
China in the way of further eco- 
nomic concessions in the rich ter- 
ritory, the official shrugged and 
said: 

“T don’t know exactly what they 
want, We only know they seem to 
take what they want when they 
want it.” 

Official Chinese sources esti- 
mated it would take at least three 
years to restore Manchuria to 
something like the industrial ca- 
pacity it boasted under the Japa- 
nese, who built a productive em- 
pire there in 14 years.

Hundreds Pitched From Upper Tier Onto 
Spectators Below When Railing Gives 
Way at Bolton Soccer Stadium.

The barriers collapsed shortly 
after the start of the champion- 
ship match at Burden Park 
stadium attended by a crowd of 
more than’ 70,000 persons, a record 
for the Bolton stadium. 

Two of the dead were women.

Police said four persons were in- 
jured seriously, 22 others were 
treated at hospitals and dis- 
charged and 500 were given first 
aid. 

The railings suddenly gave way 
under the pressure of the tightly- 
packed crowd, and _= spectators 
toppled from their standing posi- 
tions on one grandstand tier onto 
other persons standing on lower 
tiers in the “cheap-seat” side of 
the stadium. Some were swept 
over c« retaining wall onto the 
playing field. 

One spectdtor, Christopher 
Stone, said the crowd suddenly 
surged forward. 

“I felt as if my ribs were being 
crushed,” he said. “I lost con- 
sciousness, and when [ came 
around I found myself being car- 
ried over piles of people apparent- 
ly about four deep.” 

Another said he was lifted off 


the heads of those below him. 

“I saw people on the ground 
and others sweeping over them,” 
he said, “It was a horrible experi- 
ence.” 

An ambulance worker said he 
and his helpers had to “tunnel our 
way” through masses of people to 
reach men amd women who were 
seriously hurt.

PACIFIC AIR FORCE 
TAKES UP TRAINING 
AGAIN ‘IN EARNEST’ 


Bombing and Strafing Prac- 
ticed, Plane Identification 


Classes Held. 


TOKYO, March 9 (UP) — The 
United States Army’s Pacific air 
force is “tightening up” its train- 
ing program “in earnest,” with 
resumption of bombing and straf- 
ing practice, plane identification 
classes and rearming of previously 
inactivated planes. 

Lt. Gen. Ennis C. Whitehead, 
deputy commander of the Pacific 
air force, said today the training 
program, which includes classwork 
in identification of Russian, Brit- 
ish and other types of planes, is 
part of a “normal over-all train- 
ing program.” 

“The air force training program 
is being conducted in all theaters, 
but in the Pacific we were unus- 
ually hard hit by demobilization, 
as everyone knows,” he said. 
“Therefore, we are tightening up 
our training program in earnest.” 

Whitehead revealed that “many 


thousands” of trained air force 
replacements are on their way into 
overseas depots from the United 
States. In addition, 1900 civilian 
flight instructors will arrive soon. 

Whitehead said identification 
drills using Soviet planes was 
“standard operating procedure” 
since the Russians are assigned 
to certain fields in Japan.

For a full half of his life, John 
Joseph Cardinal Glennon, who 
died in Dublin yesterday, was 
Archbishop of St. Louis. " 

A native of Ireland, he often 


went back there to visit, as he 
had done on the way to Rome for 
last month’s papal consistory, 
when he was elevated to the Sac- 
red College of Cardinals, a church- 
ly office second only to that of 
the Pope. But it was his ardent 
desire to return as a Prince of the 
Church, 

So, on the way home last week, 
he stopped and was accorded state 
honors. Falling ill after a, recep- 
tion at the President’s house in 
Dublin Tuesday, this humble son 
of County Westmeath died there 
with the head of Eire’s govern- 
ment in the entourage at his bed- 
side, St. Louis, which had pre- 
pared a civic reception and pub- 
lic thanksgiving service for him 
for last Friday, began arrange- 
ment yesterday instead to receive 
his body next week. 

A Builder of the Church. 

The period of his administration 
of the archdiocese, which covers a 
large southeastern quadrant of 
Missouri, was marked by great ex- 
tensions of .reiigious, educational

Louis, Atlantic City health officers 
attacked the problem by taking 
appropriate measures without the | amssssssscssmec 
formalities of specific legislation 
and, after a four-month campaign, 

victory is in sight, 

The city bureau of health spon- 
sored a rat control bill. Recently 
it was submitted to the City Com- 
mission as a precautionary act as 
well as a part of the campaign to 
exterminate the rodents, 

In all fairness to those who have 
sought to cope with the St. Louis 
plague it must be noted that At- 
lantic City rat killers were con- 
fronted with a less complex sit- 
uation than prevails in the Mis- 
souri city. This is due to the geo- 
logical fact that Atlantic City is 
built on an island of sand. The 
specie of rat that infests this 
area, rattus norvegious, commonly 
known as the Norway brown, 
dwells only in burrows and thus is 
}unable to find a resting place in 
ithe community except in easily lo- 
cated and simply eliminated trash 
or rubbish heaps. 

The rats in formidable number, 
therefore, were in the past con- 
fined to two huge refuse dumps 
within the boundaries of the city, 
| presenting an inconspicuous, but 
threatening nuisance. The threat 
materialized in 1944 after a hurri- 
cane had shattered the water- 
front areas, including the dumps, 
and converted many old buildings 
to heaps of rubble. By an unhappy 
coincidence, there was a let-down 
in garbage collection efficiency 
due to the failure of a contractor 
to fulfill these duties. 

Refuse Left Uncollected. 

The dual attraction of refuse left 
uncollected over-long and rubbish 
piles not promptly removed due to 
war-time conditions, soon brought 
an ever-growing swarm of pests 
to the town, previously considered 
virtually ratproof. It was deter- 
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mined that the rats in large num- 
bers were obtaifing food in town 
and returning to burrows in the 
city dumps, where multiplication 
progressed at the usual alarming 
rate, 

The problem resolved itself 
simply to eliminating rats from 
the city dumps and a clean-up 
drive to remove them from build- 
ings and trash piles where they 
had found haven above the sand. 
Two firms of exterminators were 
employed for the job, especially 
vital to Atlantic City, because it is 
celebrated as a health and vaca- 
tion resort and convention center. 
One dump was closed and all 
added refuse was placed on the 
second and largest. 

In obtaining contro] of the rats 
in dump burrows the exterminator 
companies employed means now in 
common use—the potent formula 
1080, hazardous in unskilled hands; 
“Antu”, a chemical that may be 
used either in gas or powder form 
and other poisons such as cyanide 
gas, also safe only to experts. 

Contrary to prevailing rumor, 
no magic scientific Pied Piper was 
utilized to destroy the rodents in 
Atlantic City. 

That fiction and an accom- 
panying report that the _  un- 
precedented rat plague was due to 
indifferent garbage disposal at 
Army installations, was denied by 
Dr. S. L. Salasin, city health of- 
ficer for more than 20 years. 
To Retain Extermination Firms, 

To finish the job of elimina- 
tion, the city will retain  in- 


watch on the city dump, the ex- 
terminators will direct rodent de- 
struction at spots in the city 
where rats seek refuge. 

To assure successful continu- 
ance of the campaign to rid At- 
lantic City of rats, Dr. Salasin, 
who began his career in public 
health as an Army officer in 
World War I and served later in 
Panama with the United States 
Public Health Service, has fos- 
tered a rat control bill as an 
amendment to the City Sanitary 
Code. 

Provisions of the bill place re- 
sponsibility for rat extermination 
on property owners, each being 
liable to.a fine of from $25 to 
$100 on conviction of maintaining 
a nuisance, defined as follows for 
the purpose of the amendment: 

“Whatever is dangerous to hu- 
man health, or renders ground, 
water, air or food dangerous or 
injurious to human health, or 
creates conditions which breed 
rats, mice and vermin endanger- 
ing human health, safety and 
welfare are declared to constitute 
nuisances.” 

The bill specifically describes 
one nuisance as any accumulation 
of rubbish, garbage, boxes, lumber, 
scrap-metals, car bodies “or any 
other such materials” which are, 
or are likely to become, infested 
with rats. 

Garbage Disposal Directions. 

As to garbage disposal, it is di- 
rected that the refuse must be 
stored in galvanized iron fly proof 
receptacles, water tight and fitted 
with iron covers, and with capacity 
of not less than five and not more 
than 20 gallons. 
for collection rests with the Bu- 
reau of Health, for cleanliness of 
the receptacles with the user. 

In a separate section devoted to 
buildings and dwellings, property 
owners are held liable for punish- 
ment if they fail to exterminate 
rats and plug rat holes or burrows, 
They are directed to make build- 
ings “reasonably rat proof by fill- 
ing cracks, covering drain pipes 
and other accepted methods. No 
building may be demolished with- 
out a certificate from ‘the public 
health officer, stating that proper 
measures have been taken for the 
eradication and prevention of the 
spread of rodents.” 

That Dr. Salasin means busi-

CHUNGKING, March 9 (AP)— 
A Chinese dispatch reported today 
that famine and pestilence had 
claimed 49,000 more lives in south- 
ern Hupeh province adjoining 
Hunan province, the “rice bowl of 
China.” 

A semi-official dispatch said the 
Central Government garrison and 
civilians in Tungming faced 
starvation.

Pleves concluded lease negotiations with the Re- 
construction Finance Corporation, The Emerson 
Electric Manufacturing Company announces the ex- 
pansion program approved by its Board of Directors 
last November.

COTTON RISES $1.50 A BALE 
ON BROAD GENERAL BUYING 


NEW YORK, March 9 (AP)—Cotton prices 
soared $1.50 a hale today on broad general 
buving. Most of the demand came = from 
milla which were covering future requirements 
in anticipation of a broad demand for textiles 
following the Office of Price Administration 
move raising eotton goods ceiling prices. While 
there were frequent week-end profit taking 
movements there was sufficient buving demand 
to impart @ strong undertone. Closing values 
were 70 cents to $1.50 a hale higher. 
An added incentive beh®d buying move- 
ments wes a request by the Office of Price 
AdminIstration for cotton to raise 
margin requirement to $30 a bale when the 
price of cotton was 27 cents a pound. This 
was considerably less than the previous Govr- 
ernment suggestion that margin requirements 
he 60 per cent of the total valne of cotton.

An enrollment of 9159 students 
at. Washington University in the 
current spring semester is the 
largest in the history of the school, 
Registrar George W. Lamke re- 
ported yesterday. The total repre- 
sents an increase of 39 per cent 
over last semester’s figure, and 
is 68 per cent greater than the en- 
rollment a year ago. 

The increase is due largely to 
return of servicemen in increasing 
numbers, Lamke said. There are 
2650 veterans among the 5204 stu- 
dents registered in the 12 divisions 
of the day school. Approximately 
60 former Wacs, Waves, Spars and 
Army and Navy nurses are en- 
rolled under terms of the G.I. 
Bill of Rights. The student body 
includes 3547 women. 
Registration of men in the day 
school almost doubled over last 
semester, The College of Liberal 
Arts, with an increase of 505 stud- 
ents, and the School of Engineer- 
ing, ‘with an increase of 341, reg- 
istered the largest gains. There 
was a decrease of 35 in Nursing 
School enrollment. 

Enrollment by schools was listed 
as follows: Graduate studies, 271; 
liberal Arts, 1823; engineering, 
656; architecture, 149; business and 
public administration, 484; social 
work, 131; law, 170; medicine, me 
uni- 
versity college degree candidates, 
375: university college evening 
students, 3955; fine arts, 296; and 
Saturday and special students, 82.

EXHIBIT OF PLANTS 
CAUSING HAY FEVER 


Current Offenders Are Elm 
and Maple Pollens, 
Botanist Says. 


A rogues’ gallery of plants caus- 
ing hay fever in St. Louis at this 
time of year went on exhibit yes- 
terday at the Floral Display House 
of the Missouri Botanica] Garden, 
2315 Tower Grove avenue. Com- 
pletely identified with portraits 
and iists of criminal] habits and 
Latin aliases, the offenders also 
are represented by specimens of 
their flowers and pollen. 


The exhibit is designed to in- 
form the public so that hay fever 
sufferers may know the enemies 
that surround them and thus aid 
their physicians in determining 
the cause of their malady. 

Dr. Robert W. Schery, botanist 
and research assistant. at the 
garden, who developed the exhibit 
after conferring with physicians 
specializing in allergy research, 
said it would change each month 
as different plants of the St. Louis 
area which cause hay fever come 
into flower. 

“Current offenders are elm and 
maple trees, but the worst cause 
of all is ragweed, which has its 
flowering period in August and 
September,” Dr. Schery _ said. 
“Physicians say more persons are 
afffected by ragweed pollens than 
by those of trees and grasses. 
Sufferers are often surrounded by 
the cause of their trouble and 
just think they have a cold, be- 
cause they cannot identify the 
plants that affect them.”

In spite of their diversity, however, Mac- 
Arthur’s men have a uniformity of their 
own. The MacArthur man has two marked 
characteristics. He has tremendous loyalty 
to his chief—a personal loyalty over and 
above the formal requirements of the mili- 
tary hierarchy—and he has a well-rounded 
respect for his chief’s judgment. MacAr- 
thur’s judgment, in turn, is in part account- 
ed for by the fact that he adheres more 
strictly than most executives to what should 
be the Golden Rule for all executives; that is, 
he demands an exact matching up of his au- 
thority and his responsibility. 

If Washington gives MacArthur ade- 
quate authority, there is no responsibility 
that he will dodge; but try to unload on 
him some responsibility, without enough 
authority to see it through (and to un- 
load responsibility in this way is the old- 
est bureaucratic racket) and.he will de- 
feat the attempt with consummate skill. 

Like any heap-big warrior, Gen. Mac- 
Arthur has several G-strings to his bow. His 
headquarters contain the usual military GI, 
G2, G3 and G4. In addition, he has a num- 
ber of Staff Sections, the genealogy of which 
is interesting. To a large extent, they repre- 
sent what was originally intended as the 
Military Government of Japan; but when 
Japan surrendered, instead of waiting for 
the kind of defeat which Germany suf- 
fered, everything had to be switched to a 
system of giving directives to the Japanese 
Government, placing on the Japanese the re- 
sponsibility for carrying out the directives. 

The process by which the directives are 
ground out is the most fascinating thing in 
Japan today. There is the Colonel reaching 
for a Brigadier’s star. There is the man 
whose only rule for the working day is that

Section other than his own is a bad directive 
and must be obstructed. There is also, of

There are the men who belieye that blood 
is thicker than water, and therefore the 
Americans should install themselves as a 
permanent ruling group, issuing directives 
to the Japanese for ever and ever, ‘Like 
the British in India,” you murmur. ‘Well, 
not exactly,”’ they answer, and go into a 
long geopolitical routine which usually 
works out to the-conclusion that the Brit- 
ish Empire is immoral, because it exploits 
natives, but an American Empire would 
have high moral justification, because it 
would keep the obnoxious Russians from 
getting their feet wet in the Pacific. | 

Somewhat opposed to this group, however, 
are the people who believe that brass is 
thicker than blood, and that we should not 
go too far in hounding Japanese brass hats 
and other big shots, for fear of undermining 
all brass-hattery and all big-shottery, as in- 
stitutions. 

This line of thinking sometimes leads to 
the curious conclusion that the Japanese 
were perhaps not so much guilty of doing 
the wrong things as they were of overdoing 
things which are allowable if you don’t go 
too far. 

The really encouraging thing, however, 
is to find that the main group consists of 
plain Americans, including brass hats and 
G.Ls, who are doing a straightforward 
job, using their heads, picking out the 
facts that make sense, resisting screwball 
theories, and making sensible decisions. 
They evade the blandishments of Japanese 
who are trying to hang on to their old 
powers and privileges, and come up with 
measures which will, in time, give decent 
Japanese not nrerely legal permission to 
clean their own house, but the moral 
courage to get going on the job. 

To sum it up: By the time a directive gets 
to the top for Gen. MacArthur’s approval, 
it has been worked on by many minds. It 
is usually a compromise between those who 
want to move faster and more decisively, 
and those who want to move more cau- 
tiously. And MacArthur’s technique seems 
to be to work out a course that moves step 
by step, avoiding the risk of long jumps to 
distant conclusions. 


Industrial Japan—A Time Bomb 


in Asia 


NYBODY’S first impression of Tokyo is 
A one of overwhelming devastation. The 
gasoline jelly-bombs burned out whole 
sections and where the structures were flim- 
8Y, practically nothing was left standing, so 
that the devastation takes the particularly 
dreary form of acres of formless flatness, 
broken only by heaps of twisted metal which 
people have already begun to gather together. 
The average American's first witty re- 
mark or profound observation, whichever 
way you look at it, after reaching Tokyo is 
likely to be that it’s the Japs themselves who 
are going to be in the scrap-iron business 
from now on. 

A little later, after you have begun to get 
familiar with Japan’s equipment, degree of 
mechanization, and ways of doing things, you 
are likely to wonder how a people whose 


equipment was so grotesquely inferior to | 


/ 


ours ever had the gall to take us on. 

It is easy to be misled, by such impres- 
sions, into contemptuous underestimation 
of Japan’s comeback potential. There are 
people who will tell you, for instance, 
that you can't take any reparations out of 
Japan; that Japan's economy has been 
so completely disrupted that we ought to 
be thinking of what we are going to have 
to put into Japan, to keep things going— 
not of what we can take out of Japan as 
reparations. 

The truth is tHat if you compare Japan 
industrially with America you are just kid- 
ding yourself. You need to compare Japan 
with her Asiatic neighborg. Because the 
will to resist Japanese aggression in Asia 
had no industrial backing, the Japanese war 
machine rolled up quite a momentum, until 


the militarists got so exhilarated that they 
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thought they could even take a gamble on 
challenging America. 

The nub of the whole problem is that 
Japan has a bigger reserve of really 
skilled industrial labor, a bigger pool of 
management and production men with real 
know-how, and more bankers with real 
knowledge of international financing and 
trading, than any other country in Asia. 
Consequently, you could cut Japan’s in- 
dustrial economy back to. the grassroots 
and still the Japanese could, in a few 
years, make enough of a comeback to 
dominate the industry and trade of a 
large part of Asia. Unless we deal with 
the problem, Japan’s industry may be- 
come a time bomb, set to go off 20 or 25 
years from now. 

The trouble is made worse by the fact 
that the most valuable know-how the Japa- 
nese have is their knack for talking British 
and American business men and industrial- 
ists into dubious deals which in the long run 
do no good to either Britain or America. 
The Japanese who have this knack are the 
worst men in the country. Technically, they 
are not militaristic, and so they hope to duck 
the anti-militarist zeal of America and the 
other United Nations. Right now, they are 
working up a smooth line of spellbinding 
which they hope will be equally ‘effective 
when they get it infiltrated to America’s lec- 
ture platforms and when it is echoed for 
them in the discussions of industrialists in 
Detroit and investment brokers in New 
York. 

Their line will be that there was never 
anything wrong with Japan but the swash- 
buckling militarists in uniform. What 
they hope to hide is the fact that the mili- 
tarists in uniform were to a large extent

“Starving Japan” 


GREAT war leaves devasted areas in 
A the human intellect as well as else- 
where, and queer mushroom growths 
are apt to sprout in such areas. One such 
growth is the inclination to be more tender 
about the sufferings of our enemies than 
about the sufferings of the victims of our 
enemies, This mushroom aberration of the 
intellect is now plentiful both in Europe 
and in Asia. Worrying about the plight of 
our enemies, who were, of course, trying 
and hoping to do much worse things to us, 
is unconsciously promoted by our military 
occupation forces in the defeated Fascist 
countries. 
A good soldier-administrator wants to do 
a competent, workmanlike job. If he can 
get life going again in the defeated country 
in an orderly way, he can turn in a satis- 
factory report, indicating no troubles and 
all present and accounted for. Such a re- 
port does no harm to his promotion pros- 
pects and, even more important, it helps to 
get him home quicker. He should worry 
about suffering, food shortages, or disorder

enemieg, which do not happen to be under 
American occupation. Such peoples are 
nothing but a lot of foreigners, anyway, and 
Americans are never surprised if they are 
in a megs.

Japanese children do not have 
rickety legs, with knees like doorknobs. 
They are sturdy and chubby, and they run 
around playing vigorous games. The 
Japanese, like the Germans, were merci- 
less in taking food away from their vic- 
tims, to feed the home front. The Philip- 
pines are much worse off than Japan, and 
you can see plenty of chronic undernour- 
ishment in Shanghai and Peiping.

Hooverism in Japan, of starvation just 
around the corner? ‘Two facts are essential 
to an understanding of the situation, First, 
the real shortage will be a problem of this 
year’s planting and this year’s harvest, 
rather than of present stocks. Second, back 
of actual and potential shortages there lies 
Japanese planning, as cold-hearted as any 
that went into the planning of militarism 
and aggression abroad. 


The Old Gang in Japan—and I mean 
the civilian Old Gang as much as and even 
more than the Generals and the Admirals 
—hoped that by surrender they would 
preserve the essential structure of their 
political supremacy. The pool of empire 
would be shrunken, but they would still 
be the big frogs in the pool. They even 
hope for an eventual comeback as the 
most powerful trading and manufacturing 
nation of East Asia, 

For such a comeback, it is essential to 
avoid having their imports and exports cut 
baek too much. Therefore, they want to 
avoid self-sufficiency. They want to “‘prove”’ 
that’ Japan cannot feed itself. They want 
to ‘‘prove”’’ that Japan must import the larg- 
est possible quantities of industrial raw ma- 
terials, in order to manufacture the largest 
possible line of export goods, in order to 
buy food. 

If they can once get that principle estab- 
lished, they will count on their industrial 
know-how not only to keep ahead of, but 
actually to hold back, the industrialization 
of neighboring Asiatic countries, and to 
maneuver the Koreans, Chinese, Filipinos, 
and others into continuing to supply Japan 
with raw materials, instead of industraliz- 
ing the exploitation of their own raw ma- 
terials. 

Socially and politically, the landlords of 
Japan, who control the best rice lands, be- 
long to the Old Gang which surrendered at 
the end of the war, but has not surrendered 
in the struggle to control the shape of the 
peace. The landlord device is to go on a 
sitdown strike, so as to “‘prove’’ that it is 
the peasant, not the landlord, who is hoard- 
ing grain. They hope to get police power 
to force the peasant to give up his grain, so 
that the landlord will be able to control the 
marketing of it—which would mean that 
the landlord would be able to feed the cities 
by soot the producers of sone to go short 
of food. 

General MacArthur, by compelling the 
Japanese to undertake a drastic currency 


HE fact that the Japanese would like to 
T ee America, Russia, Britain, and China 

all quarreling with each other is no 
proof of any special Machiavellianism in the 
Japanese mentality. It is the logical and 
sensible thing for the Old Gang in Japan to 
try to do. 

The most obvious thing to do is to keep 
the Americans and the Russians growling at 
each other. There are Americans who ad- 
vocate building up Japan as a bastion 
against Russia. Bastions are now highly 
thought of, in place of the cordon sanitaire 
which was so popular, and so disastrous, at 
the end of the last war. 

Other Americans, however, point out that 
Japan just doesn’t have what it takes to 
make a bastion. To make Japan a satisfac- 
tory bastion you would have to return to 
Japan’s Old Gang, as an absolute minimum, 
not only strategic control but economic, po- 
litical and social control of Manchuria and 
Korea. Since that is out, for other reasons, 
bastion ideas about Japan are pure nostalgia. 

Then there is another idea, popular in 
influential British circles, that instead of 
going ahead too fast with the industriali- 
zation of China, we should maintain Japan 
as the principal Asiatic industrial nation. 
A successful China would enormously in- 
crease the pressure on the British to with- 
draw from India, because the Indians 
would say that if the Chinese can do it, 
the Indians can too. Better play along 
with Japan, whose Old Gang at least has 
the right gentlemanly ideas about mon- 
archy.

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| New Constitution Is Only 
An Effort to Preserve 
The Old Order'—Lattimore 


OMMENTING on the new Japa- 
C nese Constitution drafted last 

week for presentation to the Diet, 
Owen Lattimore said: 

“The new Japanese constitution (re- 
nouncing militarism, reducing the Em. 
peror’s power and setting up a British 
style of parliamentary government) is 
merely the most intelligent attempt 
which the Japanese have yet made to 
preserve the old order. Although this 
new constitution was drafted as a re- 
sult of a directive from Gen. Mac- 
Arthur, it still represents a concession 
by the Japanese Emperor to the Japa- 
nese people and not a Iimitation of 
sovereign power imposed on the Em- 
peror by the people. Legally, there- 
fore, if the Emperor can get by with 
this for the duration of the occupation, 
he could later claim that, Hike the 
Lord, he giveth and also taketh away. 

“We cannot regard any change in 
the status of the Japanese Emperor 
until the Japanese people themselves 
decide where he belongs and put him 
there.” 


revaluation, has partly frustrated Japan's 
Old Gang. They would like, by means of 
food shortage and currency inflation, to 
put him on the defensive and make him 
do the guessing; but he has shown that 
he is still the one who is making them do 
the guessing.

That further step would he to crack land 
which the landlords want to keep 
high. A ceiling on rents, combined with a 
moratorium on rural debts, would force 
landlords to begin selling land. The peasant, 
if enabled to buy land, would have an ine- 
centive to produce more food to sell to the 
cities for his own profit. It is more con- 
structive to give the peasant an incentive to 
produce more than it is to give the land- 
lord power to squeeze higher rental out of 
the peasant,

Americans on a policy of holding back 
the development of China; but an indus- 
trially strong Japan would keep two 
jumps ahead of China and make the 
Chinese look inept, 

Therefore, since some of the Americans 
are anti-Russian, maybe the thing to do 
would be for some of the British and some 
of the Americans to get together on some- 
thing that could be launched as a stop- 
Russia policy but would work out as a 
stop-China policy. 

Then there is the strategic chess move 
which may be called the Weimar-to-Hitler, 
or Japanese Knight’s move. Japan’s defeat 
in this war, by an act of surrender, resem- 
bles the defeat of the Kaiser in the last war 
more than the defeat of Hitler in this war. 
There are implications in this which the 
Japanese have not missed. Many Japanese 
are slightly red-eyed in the morning, from 
having sat up all night reading about Ger- 
many in the 1920s, looking for persuasive 
lines to try out on the Americans. 

Under the Weimar Republic, the German 
Wehrmacht helped to keep up not only its 
officer formations but its technical progress 
in aviation and tanks by helping Russia to 
build up industry and the Red Army, and, 
through Marshal Tukhachevsky and others, 
infiltrated German influence right into the 
Red Army’s top command. Why shouldn’t 
Japan do the same thing in China? Perhaps 
the opportunity might come, in time, to 
form a joint Sino-Japanese front against 
Russia, Perhaps they might even get back- 
ing from the countries which couldn’t quite

Many of us worked at G.M. only a few 
weeks—one as little as three hours! 
We weren't in the union and therefore 
had no vote. But we can’t draw unem- 
ployment compensation. Workers who 
were on strike at various times during 
the war are now drawing unemploy- 
ment checks. 

Many ex-service men have families to 
support. Big business and politicians 
are willing to help the people of Eu- 
rope, not only our allies, but the people 
of Germany. But not the ex-GI. He's 
the forgotten man. 

Why can the strike-unemployed ex- 
GI draw compensation in Pennsylvania 
but not in Missouri? 

With all the graft going on in the 
country today, it’s a darn shame the 
unemployed veteran can’t be paid $20 
a week, WILLIAM E. BOZZAY.

To Be Strong for Peace 


The dangerous doldrums into which legislation 
for universal military training has dropped give 
sickening evidence of President Truman’s ten- 
dency to mistake words for deeds—and of Con- 
gress's failure to lead itself when he fails to 
lead it. § 


Five months have elapsed since the President 


asked Congress to enact a measure providing 
for universal military training, yet no bill carry- 
ing his recommendation into action has been 
introduced in either House or Senate. 

Instead, the House Military Affairs Commit- 
tee, which adjourned week before last despite 
the protests of several Administration leaders, 
has been toying with a meaninglessly idealistic 
resolution by House Minority Leader Martin 
which would delay universal military training in 
the United States until our Government had 
worked “unceasingly” for an international agree- 
ment outlawing compulsory military service all 
over the world. The Martin resolution might per- 
manently prevent the adoption of universal mili- 
tary training. 

How simple it would be for Mr. Truman to 
have a bill drafted and to have members friendly 
to the Administration introduce it in the House 
and Senate! Yet in five months the President 
has not taken the most elementary and simple 
step to follow up his recommendation on one of 
the most urgent necessities of the day—a step 
without which his recommendation is so much 
wind. 

Are the executive and Congress caught in a 
dead center of inaction, unable to function? 
Are they, too, moving as if spellbound into the 
“normalcy” which pndermined the national will 
and the national strength a quarter of a century 
ago? Are they no longer moved by the sense of 
desperate immediacy which should impel us all 
in everything that has to do with keeping our 
nation strong and with exerting its strength on 
the side of good and peaceful principles in world 
affairs? 

The requirement of universal military train- 
ing for the United States is being demonstrated 
at every turn, and nowhere more than in our 
peaceful relations with other countries. 

Universal training will be no threat to them; 
but our military weakness would be. It would 
be a threat that if they relied upon our words 
we would let them down, a nation whose 
strength fell short of its responsibilities. 

Our maintenance of a large standing army 
could be interpreted as an implicit threat to 
other nations. It would in addition be a threat 
to our own democracy, a standing temptation to 
a man on horseback to take over. 

Between being so weak that no nation could 
safely depend on us to carry out our promises, 
and keeping a standing army so large that it 
inspired fear and led to competition in arming, 
the only workable middle course is that of uni- 
versal military training. 

The strategy of Germany in two world wars 
has been to bid for the decision before we could 
muster our manpower and our productive power 
to anything like full strength. Twice the ag- 
gressor has come perilously close to winning it. 

If war comes again—and while all nations 
must hope and plan that it shall not, no nation 
dare go unprepared against its eventuality—our 
days of grace between the peril and the decision 
will be fewer by far than they have ever been 
before. 

The atomic bomb will see to that. The bomb, 
says the former Chief of Staff, Gen. Marshall, 
has increased the. need of infantry, and the need 
of immediacy in putting infantry into action. 

We are a power in the earth now. We must 
stand for certain principles which we conceive 
to be right. In order for our standing for those 
principles to mean anything, we must be able 
and ready to back them up with the force of 
arms if any nation chooses to defy them. 

The only alternative is to surrender right 
principles to any nation strong and cynical 
enough to challenge them; to be known in the 
community of nations as a mouther of empty 
platitudes, too weak of will to be relied on, a 
potential force that need not be taken into ac- 
count because it will not assert itself, 

Chief of Staff Gen, Eisenhower has said that 
no other country fears a strong America. But 


many other countries would fear a weak Amer- . 


ica. To have great resources without the means 
to guard them; to have great responsibilities 
without the means to discharge them; to have 
great principles without the means to require the 
unprincipled to abide by them—that is the way 
in which the United States would become the 
greatest possible danger to itself and to the 
world. 

For the sake of our responsibility for peace, 
we must be strong. The democratic way to na- 
tional strength is through universal military 
training.

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A Hope for More Shirts 


OPA has decided correctly, though belatedly, 
to permit modest price increases for low-priced 
shirts, shorts, dresses and other apparel. Had 
the decision come sooner, the market would not 
now be so meagerly supplied with such merchan- 
dise. It would also be better stocked with higher- 
priced goods as well. That is because estab- 
lished manufacturers incurred losses in making 
low-priced goods but would have incurred heavy 
penalties if they had sold enough of the higher- 
priced lines to exceed ceilings based on “maxi- 
mum average prices.” 

Curiously enough, the OPA’s method of break- 
ing this jam is not inflationary. In the first 
place, it should facilitate production, which is 
the real cure of inflation. Second, and of more 
individual personal importance to consumers, it 
will actually save them money. It is cheaper 
actually to find and buy a $2.10 shirt increased 
to $2.25 than to find nothing at $2.10 and have to 
buy a $3.50 shirt instead. 

All this assumes, of course, that manufactur- 
ers will get busy and produce heavily of low- 
cost goods now that they have their price relief. 
Some are already complaining, however, that it 
is not enough; some are marching in the junk- 
price-control parade.

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The Meaning of Manchuria 


Some Russian forces are moving out of Man- 
churia, a Chinese news source says. It would 
be premature, however, to conclude that Mos- 
cow is at last heeding the protests against its 
policies of protracted occupation and wholesale 
seizure. Perhaps it is, but no official word to 
that effect has been heard, and there is no sign 
that Red Army troops are leaving Changchun, 
the Manchurian capital. 

Any conclusions will be premature, and Rus- 
sia’s intentions will remain suspect, unti] there 


. is a settlement—a multilateral settlement—of the 


Manchurian problem. Such a settlement could 
be made by the Big Three; it would be better if 


‘made by the Big Five, and most assuring if 


made by the UNO. For Manchuria is a matter 
of vital concern both to our Chinese ally and 
to the world in general, 

Manchuria is of essential importance to China's 
It is essential for food, actually to avert 
starvation, for the Province contains the richest 
and most productive of all China’s lands. It is 
essential for industry, for Manchuria has vast 
coal fields and three-fourths of China’s known 
iron deposits. It is essential for land communi- 
cation with Europe. It is essential for defense; 
a Manchuria turned into a Russian fortress would 
be a cocked pistol at the head of China, 

Russia’s stripping of factories and its pro- 
longed occupation of Manchuria have weakened 
a China already tottering after 14 years of war. 
A strong China had been counted upon as a 
mainstay of postwar security in the Far East. 
For the United States to accept a weak China, 


“ with Russian hegemony over Manchuria, would 


be to reverse our historic policy. On that policy 
was based the Open Door doctrine of more than 
40 years’ standing, and our support of the Chi- 
nese cause through the long and grueling years 
of the Pacific war. 

More important than these considerations, 
however, are the questions of whether nations 
shall be bound by their agreements, whether 
the rule of law as set up under the UNO shall 
supersede the old and discredited power-politics 
system. American misgivings on these points 
can be quieted if Russia will now show good faith 
in both Manchuria and Iran, and will accept in 
deed the international co-operation through UNO 


which its statesmen’ have so often praised in 


words. 
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The Subcommittee’s First Olive 

The Radcliffe subcommittee of the Senate, 
after muth poking and prodding and pounding 
and sitting down to rest and time out for deep 
rumination, has finally got the first olive out of 
the bottle. It has decided, by unanimous vote, 
to issue a subpena for Frank O. Bittner of St. 
Louis, who wants to testify on the qualifications 
of Commodore James K. Vardaman, nominated 
for the Federal Reserve System’s board of gov- 
ernors, 

It took several weeks for the subcommittee to 
get around to the decision to issue a subpena, 
and it is a very pleasant spectacle indeed, There 
are several more persons, however, who ought 
to get subpenas, too; such as the St. Louis bank- 
ers with knowledge of Mr. Vardaman’s qualifi- 
cations and the man who has charge of the 
padded inventory that turned up in the affairs 
of the late lamented Vardaman shoe factory. 
They will be subpenaed if necessary, Chairman 
Radcliffe says. 

Those writs should come easier, just as the 
remaining olives come rolling right out after 
that stubborn fellow in the bottleneck is re- 
moved, 
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‘Congress has posed itself the prime puzzle of 
the day. How can a veteran have a roof over 
his head without any ceiling? 
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While Union Electric’s rate proposal will cause 
some reduction in the company’s total revenue, 
many of its metropolitan residential customers 


will actually pay more. Free light-bulb replace- 
ment, which will be eliminated, is worth more 
to the customers who take advantage of it than 
the average 10-cent decrease in monthly energy 
billings, 

If this is an effort to market a part of the 
company’s capacity which became surplus when 
war industry tapered off, it is strangely con- 
ceived. TVA and Bonneville have proved be- 
yond mistaking that the way to promote con- 
sumption is to make electricity really cheaper. 
Under TVA’s spur, the Alabama and Georgia 
Power Companies sharply reduced rates—and 
their profits promptly increased. In contrast, 
Union Electric’s forthcoming adjustment offers 
no great inducement to increased use in the 
choicest part of its market. What's more, it has 
offered no such inducement in 13 years, during 
which the national trend of rates has been sharp- 
ly downward. 

The complaint is not that Union Electric has 
abandoned lamp replacement, which was anom- 
alous in any event. The complaint is not that 
it concentrates its reduction in rural territory, 
for it is good sense, within reasonable bounds, 
to let urban consumers “carry” those in the 
country. Nor is it to be forgotten that the com- 
pany’s expenses—notably wage and fuel costs 
—have risen along with everyone else’s. 

There is a thoroughly valid complaint, how- 
ever, that Union Electric is still not taking ad- 
vantage of an economic pristiple which operates 
with unusual force in its industry, whereby ag- 
gressive rate reduction can be made to profit 
stockholders as well as consumers. There is still 
too much economy-of-scarcity in its policy. For 
that reason, the best early hope of its consumers 
and stockholders alike remains in the pending 
FPC-Missouri Commission inquiry into its valua- 
tion and rates.

The Soviet Government's approach to the 
current clashes of national interest in the 
world is admittedly perplexing at times. 
Russia directs her behavior in accordance 
with what she sees as her own long-term 
security. We direct ours in accordance 
with what we see as our long-term security. 


The temptation is very great, thérefore, 
just to throw our chips together with Brit- 
ain’s, and oppose Russia’s. This is what 
Churchill hopes for, obviously. It is what 
many Britons hope for, no doubt, because 
in a power sense Britain has slipped, and 
ashe can only maintain her No. 1 position 
militarily and economically now by an in- 
formal alliance with one of the two new, 
unchallengeable “greats.” 


Where does that get us, the United 
States? Well, it divides the world into hos- 
tile spheres. Our Atlantic-Pacific commu- 
nity is one of them. The vast Euro-Asian 
land mass is another, 


In a “One World” era, it is not a pretty 
division to contemplate. So conscious a 
division of power will lead to increasing 
frictions, not lessening ones. Historically, 
it has led ultimately to war. 


The Alternative to War 


If future history were to follow the pat- 
tern, it would mean war of a sort which, 
despite our awe of atomic power, nobody 
can really imagine. All we can know from 
experience is that such a war would destroy 
a substantial part of our modern industrial 
civilization and culture, and set the human 
race back a century at least. 


We had better contemplate this prospect 
twice, therefor@—nay, a hundred times— 
before we accept it as “inevitable.” For 
there are other alternatives. 


We can, if we wish, make it our primary 
aim to get along with Russia, rather than 
to make frantic alliance against Russia. 


The Register does not argue that this 
will be easy. Indeed, it is certain to be 
much more difficult than informal alliance 
with Britain, which is “easy” because the 
United Kingdom needs it and wants it. But 
at the stakes for which we are playing— 


Ultimate Peace vs. Ultimate Catastrophe— 
it may still be worth the perspiration! 


Russia will no doubt seem to us capri- 
ciously provocative for at least a genera- 
tion—and we shall no doubt seem equally 
capricious at times and equally provocative 
to Russia. 


But our predisposition about this is im- 
portant. It determines what our reflexes 
are to be. 


Meeting Russia Half-Way 


If our primary impulse is not to go half- 
way, not to lay the cards on the table, not 
to understand Russian reactions that fail 
to fit our concepts exactly, then each “in- 
cident” will add one more stride toward 
ultimate catastrophe. If, on the other hand, 
one primary aim is to find a modus viven- 
di, then each “incident” will offer at least 
a fair chance to establish one more prece- 
dent for adjustment, understanding and 
closer unity. 


We ask Russia, by implication, to atop 
exercising excessive nationalism in all these 
areas. Have we ceased entirely to exercise 
excessive nationalism throughout the Pa- 
cific, in North Africa and Italy, in the Near 
East and elsewhere? 


Have we laid all our cards on the table 
in all these matters that are as yet outside 
the jurisdiction of the United Nations Or- 
ganization, and said to Russia, “Here is 
our hand; we hold no hidden aces. The 
choice between a friendly game and sharp 
practices igs yours’? 


Or are we keeping an ace or two up our 
sleeves—just in case? And is that what is 
really bothering Russia, and provoking her 
into sullen retaliation? 


It just might be worth the risk to play 
the game openly and squarely; and if our 
much-feared opponent responded by rolling 
up his sleeves and dealing straight off the 
top of the deck, wouldn’t that be a pleasant 
surprise!

Story of David Is Retold 
In a Distinguished Novel 


(Dial Press, 


“David the King,’’ by Gladys Schmitt. 

New York.) 

Four years ago, in this column, this re- 
viewer wrote in praise of Gladys Schmitt’s 
first novel, “The Gates of Aulis,” which 
won the biennia] Dial Press Award for 1942 
for “an outstanding novel that concerns 
itself realistically with the problems of ad- 
justment which face the young men and 
women of America today.” 

Her second novel is even more a triumph 
of its kind, and its kind is infrequent 
enough to be almost rare: a psychological 
novel untainted by bathos or treacly senti- 
mentalism; an intense, intuitive chronicle 
of character growth, a brilliant evocation 
of a time, people and personality ordinarily 
obscured by legend and tradition. 

The novel opens pasto/Ally to introduce 
David, the youngest son of Jesse of Bethle- 
hem-—-David the shepherd boy who is 
anointed by Samuel as the future King; 
David who charms the unpredictable Saul, 
marries Saul’s daughter Michal, and -is be- 
deviled by Saul into outlawry; David who 
upon the death of Saul becomes King of 
Judah and, after the murder of Ishbosheth, 
of all Israel; David whose last years pass 
in the shadow cast by the rebellion and 
death of his son Absalom.

The novel closes peacefully on a David 
nearly purged of life’s fitful fever; strong 
of conscience, made serene by conviction 
of grace. ‘From the first hour when I 
reached out my hand to touch my mother’s 
breast until] now when I take my last leave 
of my little one, I have sought only after 
God.” His search was devious and long; 
there was evil by the way: violence, blood- 
shed, murder, license. But it ended in 
moral victory. 

David was egocentric, he lied, he pan- 
dered to the Philistines. He outdid his 
times in looseness. But the gross facts of 
the story only accentuate the ultimate tri- 
umph of the good in David, and his su- 
premity in the swirl of personalities that 
color his long career: Jonathon (“the soul 
of Jonathon was knit with the soul of Da- 
vid, and Jonathon loved him as his own 
soul”); Bath-sheba; Joab (Miss Schmitt's 
“favorite villain”), amorally loyal; Abner 
the devoted; the mercurial Michal, barren 
despite the “increase” her name meant; 
aberrant Absalom; Abishag, the comfort of 
David's old age.

“David the King” combines the best 


proofs of scrupulous research, pure reli-. 


gious emotion, story-telling craft, rich lan- 
guage, reverent spirit. It avoids the pit of 
easy inspirationalism while inspiring in a 
manner not often experienced, 

The book will inevitably be compared 
with Sholem Asch’s “The Nazarene,” Franz 
Werfel’s “Hearken Unto the Voice,” 
Thomas Mann's Joseph stories, and others. 
It will not suffer from the comparison. 
Miss Schmitt is a writer in the truest 
sense of the word. She has “harbored” 
David with most praiseworthy result.

HE postwar plight of Poland, in whose integrity Britain and France

Russians Still Make Decisions in 
Poland, Pole Now in Italy Says

ROME (AP)—Poland today is 
described by Zbigniew Stypulkow- 
ski, National Democratic party 
leader who recently arrived in 
Italy, as a land of “political, eco- 
nomic, financial chaos” where a 
revulsion against the present gov- 
ernment would occur if free elec- 
tions were held. 

“Such elections,” said the 41- 
year-old Warsaw attorney who is 
one of 15 underground govern- 
ment leaders tried in Moscow last 
year, “will not be held.” 

“The ruling people of Poland 
today,” he said, “are not willing 
to risk elections upon the condi-' 
tion that there be a single list 
of candidates.” 

Vice Premier Mikolajczyk, lead- 
er of the Peasant party, is being 
urged to accept such a list as an 
indication of his “democratic 
spirit.” However, other leaders 
and members of the National 
Democratic and Socialist parties, 
who together in the past had a 
numerical superiority, are being 
arrested, said Stypulkowski, who 
himself was a member of the 
Polish Parliament in 1930 and 
1935. 

(In Washington, Government of- 
ficials described Stypulkowski as 
a prominent member of an ex- 
treme right wing organization 
within his party.) 

“Free elections in Poland after 
experiences of the past nine 
months would,” he said, “be tan- 
tamount to a political revolution.” 

Against this background of po- 
litical unrest, people are dispirited, 
many of them wandering east- 
ward and westward searching for 
work and renewal of their eco- 
nomic life, everywhere uprooted, 
he added. 

“Destruction of industrial means 
of production has been terrible,” 
he said. “In the agrarian reforms, 
land was paced off and given to 
peasants without tools, buildings 
or siock. 

“There is a complementary 
financial mess best indicated by 
the fact that the zloty, worth 5.30 
to the dollar before the war and 
120 last July, today stands at more 
than 500 to the dollar. Without 
outside help, the Russian-spon- 
sored Government is unable to im- 
prove the situation. Once Russia 
spoke of shouldering half the cost 
of rebuilding Warsaw, but no 
more is heard of this.”

Poland never had asked nor been 
offered a loan of anything like a 
billion dollars. Export-Import 
Bank officials said the only such 
project was a Polish request for 
railroad rolling stock and equip- 
ment which Warsaw said would 
approximate $500,000,000, but on 
which no figure was fixed by 
American officials since they ex- 
pected to meet the request out of 
surplus equipment in Europe. Gov- 
ernment officials said the United 
States never had laid down any 
such conditions for a loan to Po- 
wey as described by Stypulkow- 
ski. 


The central authority in Poland 
is vested in the Ministry of Se- 
curity, taken over last June by the 
Poles, but, said Stypulkowski, “at 
all levels and in key positions 
there are still Russians who make 
final decisions.” 

Arrests and deportations east- 
ward continued until last June: 
After that date arrests were made 
by the Ministry of Security and 
those arrested held within Poland 
These arrests, he said, reached 
mass proportions last November. 

Those arrested, he said, include 
members of the National Demo- 
cratic party, Socialists and youth 
leaders, who with the reopening 
of schools are beginning to re- 
organize student movements. 
“But,” said Stypulkowski, “no one 
in Poland is free from the fear 
of arrest.” 

General opinion, he said, is that 
40,000 have been arrested—these 
comprising only civilian arrests. 
In addition, he said, many mem- 
bers of the’ underground army 
have been arrested, especially in 
eastern Poland.

Troops Hunt Oppositionist Bands 
Which Spread Terror in Poland

WARSAW (AP)—One of the 
biggest headaches of the Polish 
Provisional Government today is 
how to bring security to the na- 
tion’s 23,000,000 people and ar- 
range genera] elections without 
precipitating serious internal 
strife. | 
Although the Minister for Pub- 
lic Security, Stanislaw Radkiewicz, 
has placed an estimated 75,000 
to 100,000 persons in prison, his 
job of weeding out what he terms 
“subversive elements” seems to be 
getting tougher than ever. 
Killings, sporadic shootings, rob- 
beries and hold-ups are a nightly 
occurrence in most urban centers. 
Since the Provisional Govern- 
ment came in last year, 2,000 
Polish politicians have been as- 
sassinated, along with scores of 
Jews and peasants. Whole towns 
and villages have been wiped out 
by fire and livestock carried 
off. Trains, banks, state institu- 
tions and warehouses have been 
robbed. ‘ 
Radkiewicz blames bands which 
he says are finaneed and armed 
from abroad by Gen. Wladyslaw 
Anders and others formerly asso- 
ciated with the old “London gov- 
ernment.” There is a “strong pene- 
tration of elements organizing 
fifth column work,” he says. 


Within the last few weeks, units 
whose membership is reputed to 
include soldiers who served in the 
insurrection army in Warsaw in 
the fall of 1944, remnants of th: 
division organized by the Russian 
Gen. Vlassov to fight alongside 
the Germans, and Polish army de- 
serters have carried the torch of 
terror all the way from north- 
eastern to southeastern Poland.

Political leaders such as fiery 
Vice Premier Wladyslaw Gomulka, 
head of the Communist-backed 
Polish Workers party, and Pre- 
mier Edward Osubka-Morawski of 
the Polish Socialist party, bluntly 
have told Mikolajczyk that opposi- 
tion to the single bloc would be 
liquidated. 

Right now, Mikolajcezyk is re- 
ported reliably to fear what might 
be serious trouble ‘if there is a 
“free election” with more than 
one ticket in the field. 

Business Uncertainty. 
Uncertainty has caused many 
Poles to go slow in resuming 
business. Government decrees, 
too, such ‘as the nationalization of 
basic industries and the expro- 
priation of big estates have dis- 
turbed that cross-section of Pol- 
ish economy that once was rich, 
powerful and aggressive. 

Poles are worried, too, because 
their money buys so little. 

The government permits pay- 
ment of 100 zlotys for each Amer- 
ican dollar sent in to aid Poles. 
At that rate, the average Polish 
worker’ gets around $15 to $20 a 
month. Railway workers and 
school teachers get as little as $7 
per month. The average laborer 
receives eight cents an hour. 

As to living costs, bread is 18 
to 30 cents a loaf; a single egg 
costs 14. cents; a pound of pota- 
toes, eight cents; and meats such 
as steaks, chops and roasts around 
$2 a pound, The cheapest meal 
in a restaurant runs from $3.50 to 
$6. 

The government appears to be 
following the policy of the late 
Gen. Pilsudski who decided dur- 
ing the prewar depression years 
that Peland would “hold the line” 
on zloty exchange. Then it was 
officially 5.3 zlotys to each United 
State dollar. It still is. 
However, when Poles hear ru- 
mors that the zloty is going to be 
devalued, they offer as much as 
400 to 500 per dollar. 

Works With Russia. 

On another side of the present- 
day Polish picture, the Warsaw 
government works closely with 
that of Soviet Russia. 

The Russian influence often 
has been detected in governmental 
decrees, and in such organizations 
as the giant agricultural and 
semi-industrial monopoly, “Spo- 
lem,” which has announced its in- 
tention to take over eventually 
100 per cent of the peasants’ pro- 
duction, and distribute it through 
co-operatives after leaving the 
peasants a share. 

There can be no doubt that So- 
viet Russia has done much to help 
Poland since the liberation. Rus- 
sian supplies and building mate- 
rials are coming in. Russian 
engineers have helped revive elec- 
tric services and transportation 
systems, 

Poles high in the Provisional 
Government say Russian military 
influence is diminishing. This cor- 
respondent personally has found 
scores of Russians in Polish army 
uniforms, from high-ranking of- 
ficers down to privates. The Gov- 
ernment claims these are being 
replaced as rapidly as Polish per- 
sonnél becomes available. 
Poland’s Ministry of Public Se- 
curity has adopted many of the 
ways of the Russian NKVD in 
the operation of its secret police. 
NKVD agents have _ instructed 
Polish police. A highly competent 
source says that there are now 
a half dozen high NKVD officers 
who see that Radkiewicz’s orders 
are properly and efficiently exe- 
cuted. 

Secret Police Feared 
Everywhere in Poland I have 
found widespread fear of the 
secret police. Poles often are 
questioned within a matter of 
hours if they even talk to 
foreigners. No Pole dares to criti- 
cize the Government publicly. 
There is nothing tantamount to 
an American conception of free- 
dom of the press,

All these disquieting questions 
were posed by the filing, on March 
4, of a Justice Department brief 
contending that the Pullman Com- 
pany’s operating subsidiary should 
be sold to a syndicate comprising 
Otis & Co., Cyrus Eaton and 
Robert Young. 

The bare bones of this bitterly 
fought case are as follows: On 
April 20, 1943, as a result of anti- 
trust action by the Government, 
the Pullman Co. was ordered by 
the courts either to get out of 
sleeping car manufacture, or to 
get out of operations. The Pull- 
man Co. wishes to sell its op- 
erating subsidiary to a pool com- 
posed of all the major railroads, 
except the Chesapeake & Ohio, 
control of which passed to Robert 
Young when he bought the old 
Van Sweringen empire. The Otis- 
Eaton-Young syndicate wish to 
purchase the operating subsidiary 
for the same price, $75,000,000, 
which was offered by the railroad 
pool, On Dec. 18, 1945, the courts 
approved sale to the railroad pool. 
The Otis-Eaton-Young syndicate 
appealed, and have now been 
joined by the Government. 


Great Interests. 


Enormous interests may be af- 
fected by the Government’s action 
as the price of the operating sub- 
sidiary indicates. What is inter- 
esting is not whether the action 
was right or wrong, but the picture 
the case presents of the ramifying 
governmental connections of pri- 
vate business. 

On the side of the Pullman Co., 
which desired to sell to the rail- 
pool, the connection was through 
Stephen Early, formerly secretary 
to President Roosevelt and now a 
Pullman vice president. He tried 
hard to prevent filing of the Gov- 
ernment brief. 

Governmental connections on 
the side of the Otis-Eaton-Young 
syndicate are so numerous as to 
deserve to be itemized, 

Item: George Allen, the man 
who makes the President laugh, 
has been a director of Steeprock 
Iron Mines, one of the extensive 
Cyrus Eaton interests. His rise to 
his present great eminence began 
when he was named manager of 
the Wardman Park Hotel, where 
he could hobnob with and do 
favors for the Washington politi- 
coes. He got the job through 
Halsey, Stuart & Co., who then 
had part control of the corpora- 
tion owning the Wardman. Hal- 
sey, Stuart, though not in the 
present syndicate, constantly work 
with Otis & Co. Following the 
court decision approving sale to 
the railroad pool, Cyrus Eaton 
came to Washington with the 
purpose, announced to an official 
of the Pullman Co., of “seeing 
George Allen.” Robert Young is 
also reported to have “seen” 
George Allen. 

Item: The firm of Vesey, Wheel- 
er & Prince became counsel for 
the Chespeake & Ohio Railroad 
last fall. E. K. Wheeler, who 


handles the firm’s C. & O. busi- 
ness, is the son of Senator Bur- 
ton K. Wheeler, chairman of the 
Senate Interstate Commerce Com- 
mittee, which passes on all rail- 
road legislation, Senator Wheeler 
has taken Robert Young to see 
President Truman. 
On the Highest Level. 

Item: Thurman Arnold, as As- 
sistant Attorney General, origin- 
ally instituted the anti-trust suit 
against the Pullman Co. He has 
now turned up as counsel] for the 
Otis - Halsey - Stuart-Eaton-Young 
group, and is conducting their ap- 
peal for them. Following the 
original court order to the Pull- 
man Co. to break itself up, Fowler 
Hamilton, representing the Jus- 
tice Department, gave implied 
governmental approval of selling 
the operating subsidiary to the 
railroads at a hearing in March 
1945. But when the case was de— 
cided last December Holmes Bald- 
ridge, again representing the Jus- 
tice Department, took the Otis- 
Halsey - Stuart - Eaton - Young 
group’s position that this was 
monopoly. Baldridge is a former 
associate of Arnold’s in the lat- 
ters Justice Department days, as 
is Wendell Berge, head of the anti- 
trust division, who presumably 
supervised filing the Government 
appeal, 

Certain episodes of the case are 
also interesting. One such was the 
assurance given Stephen Early at 
the end of January by Berge that 
the Government would act with 
the Otis - Halsey - Stuart - Eaton- 
Young group in the appeal, and 
the exactly contrary assurance 
given a few days later by Attorney 
General Tom C. Clark. 

Another, on the highest level 
was President Truman’s interven- 
tion to order the appeal, and his 
subsequent explanation that he 
had been moved to do so by his 
experience in Senator Wheeler's 
railroad investigation. This investi- 
gation’s major achievement was 
to disclose the peculiarities of the 
Van Sweringen system, now con- 
trolled by Robert Young. 

A False Position. 

An action has been taken by the 
Government highly distasteful to 
one group of business interests, 
and supremely pleasing to another 
group. This latter group has pow- 
erful friends in the Government. 
That doés not mean, however, that 
these friends were guilty of im- 
propriety. There is not a scintilla 
of evidence to suggest that anyone 
involved failed to display the most 
immaculate virtue. 

No amount of virtue among the 
persons involved — and no man 
could be more obviously virtuous 
than Truman—can alter the fact, 
however, that this sort of thing 
places everybody in a false posi- 
tion. 

That is the answer to the ques- 
tions asked in the first paragraph. 

In the Government service, in 
fact, the appearance of virtue is 
almost as important as virtue it- 
self,

Byrnes s Friends 
Incensed Over 
Leahy Attacks 


Already 
Impairing Secre- 
tary’s Effectiveness 
in Foreign Relations.

WASHINGTON, March 9. 
UPPORTERS of the Secretary 
S of State James F. Byrnes re- 
sent the attacks made on him 
by Adm. William D. Leahy, Presi- 
dent Truman’s personal chief of 
staff. 

Byrnes’s friends made _ these 
three points: (1) Leahy’s criti- 
cisms are not justified by the 
facts; (2) The purposes of the 
campaign against Byrnes are 
wrong and would have dangerous 
consequences if accomplished; 
and (3) the attacks already have 
harmed America’s .world position, 
and, if kept up, will cause very 
grave harm indeed. 

Supporters of the Secretary of 
State say Byrnes may not be the 
greatest executive in the world, 
but he is better in this respect 
than most past Secretaries of 
State have been, and better than 
most of the other men who could 
be named to succéed him. Be- 
sides, he has other qualities that 
more than make up for any short- 
comings in his executive ability. 

Department Disorganized, 

Tt is true that the State De- 
partment is badly disorganized, as 
Byrnes’s enemies say it is, but 
Byrnes is not to blame for this 
The “snafu” in the department is 
due to Many causes, some of them 
going back to the founding of the 
department 150 years ago. Byrnes 
isn’t responsible for any of them. 
On the contrary, he has made an 
excellent beginning in reform of 
the department’s organization and 
administration. 

It may now seem that United 
States policy toward Russia was 
too soft for a time, as Byrnes’s 
opponents claim, but even if this 
is true, it is fantastic to blame 
Byrnes and the State Department 
for it. It was the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff who insisted on appease- 
ment of the Soviets during the 
war, in the face of repeated warn- 
ings by the department of the 
dangers involved in this policy. 
Byrnes wasn’t even in the depart- 
ment at that time. Leahy was 
chairman of the joint chiefs. 

Leahy wants a Secretary of 
State who agrees with him and 
who will share his authority with 
the admiral. If Leahy should get 
what he wants, the executive au- 
thority in American foreign policy 
would be divided and Leahy would 
exercise part of the authority. The 
Secretary of State would exer- 
cise some, too, but nobody would 
know how much authority each 
man had. Leahy’s authority would 
be divorced from responsibility. 

Effect on Other Countries. 

The campaign against Byrnes 
has already gone so far that for- 
eign offices of other countries are 
beginning to wonder how much 
attention to pay to what he »avs. 
Does he really speak for the Urit- 
ed States? Will he be out of office 
shortly? Thus Byrnes goes into in- 
ternational negotiations with one 
hand tied behind his back. Ameri- 
can interests suffer accordingly. 

Only the President can put an 
end to this state of affairs. He can 
do so only by calling a halt {to 
Leahy’s campaign or by firing 
Byrnes and putting somebody else 
in as Secretary of State who can 
really speak for the country.

These officials are exercised 
about the situation, but they do 
not know what to do. They do not 
think it fair for the Soviet Union 
to play the game of occupation 
by making its own rules, but 
neither are they ready to call off 
the game. 

Here is the hypnotic spectacle 
of Germany, which once quivered 
in a frenzy of fear of the “Bol- 
shevik menace,” being won over 
slowly bit by bit through Soviet 


diplomacy, cunning, and, every 
now and then, ruthlessness. 


Aid by Germ.n Communists. 

Allied sources in Berlin will 
agree that the welding of friend- 
ship and understanding between 
the German and Soviet peoples 
could be a strong augury of peace. 
However, they object to it being 
forged in a fire of criticism and 
innuendo, such as the German 
Communist party has been stok- 
ing since January against the 
western powers, particularly 
against the United States and 
Great Britain. 

From highly responsible quarters 
come reports that the Communist 
party is not only serving Moscow 
as an increasingly valuable polit- 
ical weapon, in the Reich, but 
that it is being used to gather 
intelligence as well. 

According to this information, 
the Communists have been _ in- 
structed by their German  su- 
periors to try to find out such 
things as the contents of ware- 
houses in the western zones. They 
have been told to keep their ears 
open and report what the Ger- 
mans, in general, are saying about 
the four-power vccupation, and 
what the Berlin civilian police, for 
instance, think about the Allied 
soldiers and which of them they 
like best or least. Sometimes they 
are rewarded for their chores with 
a pair of shoes or an extra ration 
of soap. 

“I don’t mind a little quiet es- 
pionage among  (ffiends,” one 
American officer remarked. “Any 
country with any sense does its 
share of that. What I don’t like 
is the prospect of an organized 
political party of an enemy nation 
becoming a sort of counter-intel- 
ligence service for an ally.” 

Change in German Sentiment. 

Evidence is cropping up every 
day to prove that the Russians 
are making remarkable headway 
in getting their zone set up the 
way they want it to run and at 
the same time, by various meth- 
ods, winning the confidence of 
more Germans.

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Small Steel Companies Worried 


About Effect of 


Wage Increases, 


Higher Costs, and Price Ceilings 


Look for Limitation in Output of Some Types 
of Metal for Civilians—Destiny of Many 


Towns Involved in

one fifth of the productive capacity of the American steel industry, 
are alarmed over their prospects in the vise jaws of increased wage 
and material costs on one side and the Office of Price Administration

They assert that the effect of 
the price ceiling, when production 
gets well under way again, will 
be to limit manufacture of some 
of the forms of steel needed for 
civilian use, but that higher prices 
for steel will play a comparatively 
smal] part in the cost of consumer 
goods. Their fate in this basic in- 
dustry has a considerable bearing 
on the tardy process of postwar 
reconversion. This is true not only. 
because of the need for their pro- 
duction, but because many of these 
smaller concerns represent the 
very economic life of little towns. 

An appeal by a group of the 
smaller companies has been pend- 
ing before OPA since last July. 
protesting against pricing policies 
and alleged inequities. It asks for 
an industry-wide increase to meet 
the steady rise of labor and ma- 
terial costs since 1939. This request 
was made, of course, without tak- 
ing into consideration the big 
jump in wages of 18% cents an 
hour resulting from the recent 
strike. 

Steel prices, on the other hand, 
dropped in a slump period in 1938 
and were frozen at that level dur- 
ing the war, except for some spe- 
cialized increases of limited appli- 
cation and a general increase aver- 
aging only $1.54 a ton, allowed in 
194 


Complaint of Small Concerns. 

It is charged by the smaller con- 
cerns, whose group sometimes is 
called “Midget Steel,” that the 
average price increase of $5 a ton, 
allowed by the government Feb. 
15 in connection with the strike 
settlement and 18%-cent wage 
boost, will not even meet the 
added costs resulting from that 
pay increase, to say nothing of 
the previous deficiency asserted 
between prices and costs. 

After consultation with a com- 
mittee representing the industry 
generally, OPA announced on 
March 1 the way in which the 
new $5 average increase will be 
distributed over the highly com- 
plex pricing structure. The range 
is $2 to $12 a ton. The specific 
increases for eight of the common 
items, which together accounted 
for 53 per cent of the industry’s 
shipments last year, range from 
$4 to $5 a ton. These, in declining 
order of volume, are plates, hot 
rolled sheets, hot rolled bars, 
structural shapes, tin plate, cold 
rolled sheets, heavy rails and con- 
crete reinforcing bars. 

Items granted increases above 
the average—$6 or $7 variously— 
are, in order of volume, manu- 
facturers’ wire, butt and lap weld 
pipe and oil country tubular goods, 
galvanized sheets, cold finished 
bars, and hot rolled strip (less 
than 6 inches). Items allowed 
still higher increases are relatively 
quite small in volume. An item 
getting the highest increase, $12, 
was electrical sheets of armature 
and field grades. 

The Stabilization Administra- 
tor’s directive to OPA said that 
the price increase was to be made, 
after consultation with the indus- 
try, so as to: (1) encourage maxi- 
mum préduction of items in great- 
est demand; (2) establish a price 
structure adapted to needs of the 
“transition and postwar periods”; 
(3) minimize impact of the steel 
increase on consumer goods 
prices, and (4) “remove or mini- 
mize hardship to smaller and non- 
integrated producers.” 

Relative Position of Companies. 

Benjamin F. Fairless, president 
of United States Steel Coporation, 
or Big Steel, said, in nouncing 
the strike settlement, that the $5 
average price increase would fall 
far short of meeting his com- 
pany’s added costseand expressed 
the hope that the government’s 
new wage-price policy would give 
“due consideration to the financial 
plight of smaller non-integrated 
\ steel manufacturers, fabricators 

and processors.” 

It is the contention of the 
“midget” companies that Big Steel 
and Little Steel, which. together 
have about four-fifths of the pro- 
ductive capacit,, are in better po- 
sition to withstand the price ceil- 
ings because, unlike the small con- 
cerns, they have numerous sources 
of revenue not directly arising 
from steelmaking. Hence, it is 
argued, they can take a loss on 
some stee] items and make it up 
in other fields, 

There have been suggestions in 
the past that the price ceilings 
might be raised, or even removed, 
for smaller companies. OPA made 
such a proposal last December. 
However, this ,group of smaller 
concerns is insistent that such a 
step would be meaningless, with 
the return to open competition in 
sales, and that they could not 
compete with big companies sell- 
ing at lower prices. During the 
war there were instances of spe- 
tial ceiling increases for individu- 
il companies or items. in order to 
keep plants in operation, but it 
was not necessary then to meet 
rompetition, as the government 
was taking the output or directing 
its use,

The national composite price of 
finished steel, by one ‘standard 
guide, was $58.27 a ton before the 
$5 addition. A further addition 
of $13.50 would take it to $76.77, 
compared with a level virtually 
throughout the war of $56.73—an 
overall increase of $20.04, or 35.3 
per cent. In comparison, the Gov- 
ernment has estimated the in- 
crease in the cost of living from 
January 1941 to December 1945 at 
323 per cent, while the increase in 
steelworkers’ straight-time hourly 
Pay since 1941, including the 18%4- 
cent boost, has been variously es- 
timated at 49 to 56 per cent. 

A Midget Steel spokesman esti- 
mated that production costs for 
this group rose $14 a ton from 
1939 to 1945—$8 for raw materials 
and $6 for wages. On the basis 
of figures from the American 
Iron & Steel Institute, representa- 
tive of virtually the entire indus- 
try, average hourly earnings of 
all steel production workers 
jumped more than 15 cents an 
hour in 1937, upon unionization 
of the industry by the CIO, The 
average earning rate was 82.4 
cents an hour thereafter in 1937, 
84.2 cents in 1939, 85.9 cents (with- 
out overtime) in January 1941, and 
$1.158 (without overtime) last 
November. Now it is $1.343. 

However, offsetting the assert- 
ead $14 aggregate cost increase, 
Midget Steel benefited from last 
year’s round-figure price increase 
of $1.50 a ton.

U. S. Steel has 34 per cent of 
the industry’s productive capacity 
of raw or ingot steel. Together, 
Big Steel and the next largest 
companies, Bethlehem and Repub- 
lic, have 57% per cent. The first 
10 companies, constituting approxi- 
mately what is known as Big 
Steel and Little Steel, have, all 
told, 81 per cent of the capacity. 
These are the fully integrated 
systems, made up of ore mines, 
coal mines, limestone quarries, 
blast furnaces, sometimes even 
railroad lines, as well as steel 
furnaces and finishing plants. 

There are said to be about 50 
semi-integrated steel companies, 
which have to buy pig iron but 
make their own steel. About 240 
more companies, of the non-inte- 
grated class, belong to the basic 
steel industry, but they are largely 
finishers of steel made by the 
other fellow. The only basic steel 
producers in the St. Louis district, 
both of the semi-integrated type, 
are Granite City Steel Co., with 
a plant at Granite City, and -La- 
clede Steel Co. with plants at 
Alton and Madison. The institute 
lists their proportion of the in- 
dustry’s production capacity, re- 
spectively, at 7-10 of 1 per cent 
and 3-10. Laclede Steel has en- 
joyed considerable diversification 
of product, including some of the 
specialized types. Granite. City 
Steel is pushing to maintain high- 
volume production of sheets and 
plates. 

No Hearing By Board. 

The Steel Fact Finding Board 
appointed by President Truman 
conducted no hearings and was 
not asked by the President to 
make a report. It gathered some 
data while its members, including 
Supreme Judge James M. Douglas 
of Missouri, were at Washington, 
but its inquiries did not go be- 
yond the integrated companies. 

“The smaller companies are big 
factors in their home communi- 
ties,” one small steel maker said 
to the Post-Dispatch. “Most of 
them are the mainstays of small 
towns. If the present situation 
goes on, we may see steel produc- 
tion centered in the 10 big com- 
panies, just as automobile produc- 
tion is concentrated in three com- 
panies. Another thing, for the past 
four years it has been Big Steel 
on one side,and the CIO and the 
government on the other, setting 
the wage pattern for the industry, 
whereas we used to settle these 
things locally.” 

Following the settlement of the 
strike by Big Steel, Feb. 15, and 
acceptance of the 18%-cent pay in- 
crease by many other companies, 
the strike was settled recently at

The Emperor Racket — the 
“Old Gang’s” Best Bet. 

OONER or later, in history, you 
§ come to the point where the 

people of a country ruled by 
an emperor don’t want the em- 
peror any more. It happened in 
China in 1911, it happened in Rus- 
sia in 1917, and it’s likely to hap- 
pen in Japan any time in the next 
few years. 

The story is always the same. 
Long, long ago the emperor used 
to be the pilot of the ship of state. 
But for a long time now, he has 
been nothing but a barnacle on 
the keel of progress and pleasure. 
Okay, say the people, scrape him 
off and sai] ahead. 

But at this point a lot of stran- 
gers come rushing aboard, from 
other countries. “For gosh sakes!” 
they yell, “don’t you know we've 
been writing books for years 
which explain that this ex-pilot, 
more recently barnacle, is the one 
thing that keeps your boat steady? 
Maybe you think it wouldn't upset 
your ship to scrape him off; but it 
would certainly upset us, which is 
much more serious.” 

All that is happening, really, is 
that the ideas of a lot of Jap- 
anese about Japan are changing 
more rapidly than our ideas about 
Japan, just as not so long ago the 
ideas of the Chinese about China, 
and the ideas of the Russians 
about Russia, were changing 
much more rapidly than our ideas 
about China or Russia. 

At the present time, the prestige 
of the Emperor is waning notice- 
ably in Japan. There are deser- 
tions from the Imperial Guard, 
although this guard is  hand- 
picked from “safe” families. More 
than that, the soldier slang for 


the Emperor in the barracks of 


the Imperial Guard is “Defeated 
Papa.” 

There are American Emperor- 
worshippers who find all this kind 
of thing very disrespectful and 
hard to believe. Talking to them, 
either in Washington or Tokyo, 
you begin to find yourself float- 
ing in a dream-world in which 
Japanese who snoot the Emperor 
are guilty of being un-American. 

It would not matter much if it 
were not for the fact that the Old 
Gang in Japan have staked their 
hopes on hiding the Emperor be- 
hind the Americans, and them- 
selves behind the Emperor. They 
work the whole thing as a reverse 
play. They hope that by persuad- 
ing us to be for the Emperor, they 
can lead us into being against 
whatever they can represent as 
being against the Emperor, and 
therefore “subversive.” 

If they could succeed in this, 
they would be able to make the 
Emperor the kingpin for holding 
the old order together. The Em- 
peror is the biggest landholder in 
Japan; therefore it is hard to do 
anything about other absentee 
landowners unless you do some- 
thing about the Emperor’s prop- 
erty. The Emperor, or the Im- 
perial Household, under the Impe- 
rial Household Ministry, which is 
the Emperor, Inc., is the biggest 
single shareholder in Japan. There- 
fore you have to move cautiously 
in trust-busting the monopolies 
and cartels which put the steam 
into Japanese militarism and ex- 
pansionism, for fear of falling 
over the Emperor first crack out 
of the box. 

It is impossible to play this 
game the Japanese way without 
losing. It is better to play it in 


what ought to be the American 
way, by pretty well taking it for 
granted, and saying so out loud, 
that in direct proportion to the 
development of democratic life 
and democratic parties in Japan, 
there will develop a spontaneous 
and entirely Japanese demand to 
ditch the Emperor and set up a 
Republic. To give this impres- 
sion (without giving any orders 
to anybody), will bring over to 
our side all the hopeful younger 
minds in Japan. 


We should not make the mis- 
take which the British made in 
Greece, and almost made in 
Yugoslavia and Rumania, of 
holding out too long in support 
of, or in a friendly attitude to- 
ward, an unwanted monarch. 
For one of the simplest and 
plainest facts of political life in 
the twentieth century is that 
politically backward peoples, as 
soon as they really begin to 
reach out for progress, reach 
out for republics, not for mon- 
archies, 

The Japanese Communists have 
begun to veer away from attack- 
ing the Imperial Institution (as it 
is usually called, in a deep bass 
whisper) and it was smart of them 
to do so, because otherwise they 
ran the risk of labelling them- 
selves as being merely subversive 
toward the Emperor instead of be- 
ing in favor of the new institu- 
tions which Japan needs. 


The path of American policy is 
thus left unobstructed by ideo- 
logical obstacles. For us, there 
is political pay dirt in:develop- 
ing a public opinion which is 
persistently and loudly anti-Em- 
peror; because when Americans 
say, in a flat and uncomplimen- 
tary way, that they don’t see any 
progress for Japan in fooling 
around with the Emperor, it 
suggests the political truth— 
that to get rid of the Emperor 
would be progressive, not sub- 
versive; evolutionary, not revo- 
lutionary. 

We would strike pay dirt in an- 
other way, too. The Old Gang in 
Japan, unable to hide behind the 
Emperor any longer, and unable 

to defend their private interests 
by’ attacking critics of the Em- 
peror as “subversive,” would have 
to come out in the open and dis- 
cuss political issues on their real 
merits. If that happens, and peo- 
ples in Japan start to talk sub- 
stantial politics instead of shadow- 
politics, we shall goon see who are 
our real friends. 


How to Make Japan Take It 
—and Like It. 


E are now entering on a 
second stage in the occupa- 
tion of Japan, 

In the first phase, carried out 
with skill which everybody haz ad- 
mired, the Japanese were dis- 
armed and made militarily power- 
less. General MacArthur may 
have political trouble coming 
along in the future, but it will 
not take the form of large up- 
risings which are both armed and 
organized, because he has seen to 
that very effectively. He has now 
established controls which make it 
impossible for the Japanese to do 
anything that he does not want 
them to do, 

In the second place, the prob- 
lem is how to make the Japanese 
do what we do want them to do. 
The question here goes beyond 
General MacArthur. It concerns 
the directives sent’ out to Mad¢- 
Arthur. He has very wide free- 
dom of action, as the responsible 
man on the spot; but he has, all 
along, acted under directives from 
Washington. This is sometimes 
forgotten when “MacArthur's poli- 
cy” is criticized. 

MacArthur is the man who 
carries out a policy which is 
laid down for him by others, 
The steps taken by MacArthur 
are found to reveal ‘o a certain 
extent whether the policy given 
him is vague and hesitant or 
precise and energetic. In the 
early months, policy was pri- 
marily American policy. From 
now on, policy toward Japan 
will be more and more a com- 
bined policy of the Allied na- 
tions; but American policy will 
continue to be the moat impor- 
tant ingredient in Allied policy, 

There is no disagreement on 
the general proposition that the 
Japanese, after being deprived 
of the ability to make aggressive 
wars, should be encouraged to 
become, first, a peace-loving 
people and eventually, it is 
hoped, a democratic people. But 
just how do you issue directives 
to people to become peace-loving 
and democratic? 

Obviously, you can’t. All you 
can do, in practice, is to issue di- 
rectives intended to weaken the 
position and the effective opera- 
tion of peop!- whose past records 
or present tendencies are unpeace- 
ful or undemocratic, and to 
strengt.en the position and the 
ability to do things of people who 
look like hopeful prospvcts, That 
means isuing directives which bear 
down 0. some people and do not 
bear down on other people, or 
ever giv~ them actual benefits. 


All of which means that the 
coming phase in Japan is the 
phase which will be the real test 
of statesmanship and political 
know-how. Up to now, the Japa-- 
nese people as a whole have not 
only bowed their heads to all 
orders, but bowed them rather 
willingly. They have decidedly 
not objected to the breaking up 
of the old framework of mili- 
tarism. The end of the war was 
a relief to them, and anything 
that lessens the prospect of war 
in the future is a further relief. 
“he Emperor's surrender orders 
were scrupulously obeyed; but 
paradoxically, this great act of na- 

mal obedience to the imperial 
command was also the greatest 
blow which imperial prestige ever 
suffered. The effects were not 
sudden, but are still slowly accu- 
mulating. The psychological point 
is simple: The Emperor, who 
throughout the modern history of 
Japan has been the personal sym- 
bol of victorious wars, triumphant 
aggression, and military institu- 
tions, which steadily increased 
their dominance over the lives and 
minds of the people, had person- 
ally to announce defeat and to 
command acceptance of defeat. 
The first time that the !mperial 
voice was ever heard in a nation-

The largest majority in favor of 
the proposal—80 pér cent comes 
from white collar workers.

SMALL boy was on his way 
Aw St. Anthony’s Hospital 

laboratory for a blood trans- 
fusion.

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TUBERCULOSIS TOLL 
OF OLDER MEN RISING 


Higher Death Rate Attribut- 
ed to Refusal to Give 
Up War Jobs.

BOSTON (AP) — Tuberculosis, 
No. 1 killer in the war-devastatéed 
countries, now is striking at older 
American men. Reporting 115 
deaths per 100,000 Massachusetts 
males in the upper age brackets in 
1945, Dr. Alton 8S. Pope, Deputy 
Public Health Commissioner, said: 
“The United States death rate is 
even greater—124 per 100,000 for 
65- to 74-year-old men.” 


Compared to the rate of 1 per 
100,000 among United States men 
in their twenties, he termed the 
estimates “a complete reversal” 
of prewar statistics. 

Asserting that the country-wide 
program of mass chest X-raying 
in industry had helped bring to 
light the incidence of tuberculosis 
among older men, Dr. Pope said: 
“Chest X-raying reveals unrecog- 
nized tuberculosis cases in time 
for people to get proper medical 
treatment. Unfortunately,” he 
added, “many of the older men did 
not wish to give up high war 
wages and continued to work.” 

Estimating that in Massachu- 
setts alone, there are at least 
1500 still at work who should be 
in sanitoria, he said: “If the dis- 
ease is discovered early there is 
a chance of an early recovery 
and a return to work. Sufferers 
who stay on the job are likely to 
spread the disease to their fam- 
ilies and associates.” 

Massachusetts was the first 
state to inaugurate mass X-ray 
chest examinations, Dr. Pope said. 


This was in 1924 when a planned 
10-year program, later increased 
to 15 years, began among school 
children. 

After X-ray diagnosis of more 
than 1,000,000 Massachusetts ele- 
mentary school pupils showed the 
disease was “getting scarce in that 
age group,” Dr. Pope said the pro- 
gram was shifted to older age 
groups. 

He quoted Dr. Hans Wandall 
of Copenhagen, who recently ar- 
rived in Boston, as reporting a 
“tremendous increase” of tuber- 
culosis cases in Poland, and many 
more in Holland and Germany.

ITWIN-BARREL PISTOL HIDDEN 


IN BELT BUCKLE WAR TROPHY 


CHICAGO (AP) — A _ novel 
trophy of war—a small pistol with 
twin barrels concealed in a Ger- 
man army belt buckle—has been 
turned in for registration under 
the National Firearms Act. 

The buckle is about four inches 
long, and an-inch and a half in 
depth. A-lever releases the front 
of the buckle, permitting the twin 
barrels to swing in a 90-degree 
arc, facing away from the wear- 
er.

MOSCOW, Feb. 2 (AP)—Sir Ar- 
chibald Clark Kerr, the new Brit- 
ish ambassador to the United 
States, is an ideal man for Wash- 
ington, his many American friends 
here believe. 

In his more than four years in 
Moscow as ambassador to Russia, 
the humor-loving diplomat con- 
stantly has enjoyed and often 
sought out the company of Amer- 
icans. 

Two of his closest friends are 
Adm. William H. Standley, former 
United States ambassador to Rus- 
sia, and Averel]' Harriman, the 
present ambassador. 


Kerr’s assignment to Washing- 
ton is not his first there, but it is 
a long throw from his initial one, 
when as a young secretary he 
occupied a little house in George- 
town with two other secretaries. 


Scottish, He Insists. 


Known to his friends as “Ar- 
chie” and to his staff as “H.E.,” 


meaning His Excellency, the am-. 


bassador possesses a rare sense of 
Scotch humor. He is regarded by 
some as very opinionated. He in- 
Sists he is a Scotsman, not an 
Englishman, and constantly cor- 
rects new acquaintances on this 
point. His full name is Archibald 
John Kerr Clark Kerr. 


Kerr’s naturally florid counte- 
nance is made ever redder by his 
use of a sunlamp. He abhors hats, 
and Washington’s summers 
should meet his liking for warm 
weather. He has two hobbies— 
gardening and pipes. ‘ 

He horrified his staff here when 
he plowed up the garden behind 
the embassy and planted it in 
vegetables, including American 
corn which, incidentally, did not 
turn.out so well. 


A young American embassy 
secretary who had just arrived in 
Moscow once was sent to the 
British embassy to deliver a note.

Kerr’s top dislikes are diplo- 
matic society and eating in large 
gatherings. He very seldom enter- 
tains, a fact which has drawn 
from his colleagues some refer- 
ences to his Scotch ancestry. 

Greatly interested in American 
slang, the ambassador uses color- 
ful language sprinkled with the 
British brand. He is slightly deaf 
and greatly dislikes being shouted 
at. 

While en route to the United 
States to assume his new post, 
Kerr is performing a mission in 
the Netherlands East Indies as 
special envoy for his government. 

At Singapore, he said that any- 
one thinking the British were In 
Java for imperialistic reasons was 
wrong. “We're too old and too 
bored to be imperialistic any 
longer,” he asserted.

Senseless Killing 


Of Wild Geese 
By Leonard Hall 


out a list of jobs to catch up on. It was.a matter of doing 
penance for bad days when we sat by the fire—or fine ones 
when we went afield and left George and Gertie to care for 
Possum Trot Farm, Even 
before breakfast, I hurried 
to get the chickens fed and 
the chores done so the day 
could start with a clean 
slate. As I came up from 
the hen house, I heard a 
sound which never fails to 
awaken a deep, primordial 
thrill—the strange,  dis- 
cordant yet almost musical 
call of migrating geese. I 
called to Mama and =§she 
left breakfast to cook itself 
while we stood on the hill- 
side and watched the great 
wavering phalanxes go 
sweeping by. We watched 
them go across the track- 
less sky, headed on certain 
wings for nesting grounds 
in northern vastnesses. And 
I thought sadly that almost 
certainly within our time the Canada geese will fly no more, 
There are men who will save them if it can be done, but there 
are others who make big money slaughtering the geese and 
still others who claim that the slaughter is sport. And be- 
cause human nature is what it is, there’s a good chance that 
the money will win out. This is the sad thing about America’s 
wildlife. All too often it has been a history of “too little and 
too late.” Always, as each frontier has been rolled back, we 
have said, “Man comes first”; and always with a little more 
knowledge we could have said, “Man can come first and, if 
he is willing to take a little care, he can have his wildlife, too; 
or at least a good part of it.” 
ee “= oe 
I suppose if someone could have convinced the 
pioneers that one more seaSon’s killing would wipe out 
the buffalo, the slaughter might have abated if for no 
other reason than that they were destroying an asset. 
Yet perhaps they would have ignored the waming as 
long as there was a dollar to be made selling pelts and 
tongues, the only parts of the buffalo generally used. 
The same might have been true of the market gunners 
along the waterfowl flyways who killed the great 
trumpeter swans for their down. By over-killing they 
brought this beautiful bird to the verge of extinction 
and also destroyed the means of their own livelihood. 
Today we know much more about these things—and 
still we are slow to take the only measures which can 
save the Canada geese from following the trumpeter 
swan to extinction, 


To other day, it being warm and clear and sunny, I laid

@ THE STORY OF THE BIG “HONKERS” is a fascinat- 
ing tale to anyone who is interested in wildlife. We have been 
taught that geese mate for life, yet this is not certain. We 
believe they live in family flocks, migrating together to and 
from the nesting and wintering grounds, This is indicated 
by records of birds banded at winter refuges or at stop- 
over points such as Jack Miner’s refuge at Toronto. But there 
has not been enough research done so far to be even certain 
of this. We do«know that when a flock wintering in a certain 
place is killed out, no more geese come back to that wintering 
ground for many years, if ever. We have always been taught, 
at least those of us who are hunters, that Canada geese are 
the wisest and wariest of birds—well able to care for them- 
selves even under conditions of hard hunting by men, their 
greatest enemies. “See that old white-cheeked gander leading 
his flock?” more than one grizzled river man has said to me. 
Or as the geese alighted to feed in a far-away cornfield, “Now 
watch ’em post a sentinel to guard against danger.” 
* RS 

@ WELL — ALL THAT IS TRUE up to a point. I've 
hunted geese on the Missouri river bars and in the Yazoo 
bottoms in Mississippi and here the old guide’s statements 
check. Yet just last week I went to the state-owned refuge at 
Horseshoe Lake, Ill. and, saw what is left of a flock of 
Canada geese w once numbered perhaps 60,000. Some 
19,000 of them this\spring will make the long flight to the 
nesting grounds east of Hudson’s bay. Contrary to all prece- 
dent, these “wild geese” are tame. They feed in barn lots with 
the hogs and cattle and won't fly until you walk close—within 
perhaps 30 yards—and wave your arms. The main road to 
Cairo runs beside this so-called “refuge” and beyond it the 
geese search in vain for grain in fields where they were being 
slaughtered three months ago. They do not raise their heads 
as cars and trucks speed by. A newspaper blew from our car 
and scudded down the field; the geese moved aside a yard to

We found one large flock on the water and, wanting 
some flight photographs, tried to scare them up, Not 
until I shook a big willow so that its branches rattled 
and fell would a few geese take to the air.

@ LAST AUTUMN SOME 26,000 GEESE by the most ac- 


curate estimates came in to winter at the Horseshoe “refuge.” 
In a killing frenzy—it would be travesty to call it “hunting” 
season—which lasted exactly 21% hours, 5500 geese fell to the 
guns of alleged sportsmen, including some few which were 
clubbed to death in the fields. Perhaps 1500 more have died 
since; some from wounds and many more of lead-poisoning 
from picking up shotgun pellets that lie thick in the wheat 
fields.

A month later the local Lions 
were also gnashing their teeth. 
Moore had arranged a luncheon 
for members and their wives at 
the Hillcrest Country Club, prom- 
ising them “a big surprise.” It 
was generally understood that the 
surprise was to be a visit from 
the President. The President was 
in town and the members had 
heard Moore casually remark 
many times about how he and 
“Harry had been friends for 20 
years.” 

On the day of the luncheon, 200 
guests, Lions and their wives, 
dressed in their Sunday best, 
gathered at the club. An expen- 
sive menu had been prepared and 
a truckload of flowers were used 
to decorate the room. One rumor 
had it that Moore had arranged to 
have the President play the piano 
and that his daughter Margaret 
would sing.

HE guests waited three long 
T hours for the “big surprise” to 
materialize, but the President 
failed to appear. Moore shrugged 
it off with the explanation that it 
was “just one of those things.” 
The explanation failed to satisfy 
the members. Some of them made

, friendship with the President and 
got a dismaying answer, 


The 
President knew nothing about 
Moore other than that the latter 
had visited the White House and 
presented him with the desk set. 

The Lions promptly voted Moore 
out of the club for “actions un- 
becoming a Lion.”

The Giant of Palomar

MOUNT PALOMAR, Calif. March 9%. 
HIS is the dateline of tomorrow. It is here that astronomers, 
T peering down into the 200-inch mirror of the largest telescope 
ever built, will range the universe of stars beyond the imagina- 
tion of the earthbound. Elusive atomic secrets of the universe may 
soon be cracked by man’s latest wonder worker. Now nearing com- 
pletion, after 18 years’ concentration of scientific and engineering 
skills, the giant of Palomar will photograph heavenly bodies so far 
away that their light takes a billion years to reach us. Light, as 
every schoolboy knows, travels at 186,000 miles a second. So powerful 
is this optical giant that it would make New York's Empire State 
Building clearly visible to an observer on the moon. In fact, the 
glass giant, in effect, brings moon and earth to within 25 miles of 
each other. The moon’s distance from the earth averages nearly 
239,000 miles. With the telescope, the faint stars of our own milky 
way will become bright, and the bright stars, such as Sirius, may 
yield a spectrum almost as bright as the one we now get from the sun, 
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Astronomers, alert to the implications of the atomic age, 

are anxious to turn the instrument on the exploding stars— 

atomic explosions of such magnitude that, in comparison, 

Hiroshima and Nagasaki were as firecrackers.

@ WHEN THE NEW $6,000,000 reflector begins working in 1947, 
astro-physicists hope to unravel some of these other persistent prob- 
lems: Is the universe expanding, as many believe? Or is ft old and 
static, in danger of running down like a spent watch spring? Is 
space curved, as Dr. Albert Einstein and other noted cosmologists 
theorize, so that the light starttng from one place will ultimately 
come back there? Is any kind of higher life possible on our neigh- 
boring planets, Mars or Venus? The great 10-story observatory dome 
is complete. The 500-ton skeleton of the telescope is in place, com- 
plete but for the optical and clock control systems. Work on the

been beloved of the Belgian populace... According to legend a 
rich man’s small gon once wandered away and was lost. The 
rich man offered a large reward and said that if his child was 
found he would not only pay the reward but would also erect a 
statue of the child which would depict what he was doing at the 
time he was found. The rich man kept his word, hence the 
unusual fountain. 
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GUIDEBOOKS EXPLAIN that the bronze statue was cast 
in 1619, and the fountain has flowed ever since. The bronze 
child so won the hearts of the Belgians that his statue became 
a sort of unofficial national shrine which is gayly attired on all 
gala occasions. When Louis XVI took the city in 1747, the child 
wore the white cockade. In 1789 he was festooned in the colors 
of the Brabant Revolution. When the French took over he wore 
the Tricolor. Next he wore the Orange colors, and in 1830 he 
was found wearing the blouse of the revolutiqnists. The cross 
of St. Louis was bestowed upon the carefree urchin by Louis XV. 
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TODAY THE HISTORIC YOUTH is clothed in thé uniform 
of an American Army M. P. The headquarters announcement 
explained that the uniform was presented to the lad “in a 
formal ceremony before a large crowd of spectators.” It said 
the tiny uniform included olive-drab shirt, blouse and trousers, 
white helmet, scarf, web belt leggings, M. P. brassard and gerv- 
ice ribbons of the American and European theaters, There were 
seven overseas stripes and a master sergeant’s chevrons.

HE saga of Sammy Bronstein, 
who ran nothing into a quar- 
ter of a million dollars in Mis- 
souri Pacific Railroad bonds, is a 
sort of raffish version of the Ho- 
ratio Alger legend, colored by the 
tears and groans of a couple of 
generations of St. Louis newspa- 
per men with whose affairs Sam 
had been rather closely con- 
nected. | 
In fact, there probably has 
never been a man, himself not 
actually a member of the Fourth 


Estate, whose influence had been 
so widely felt. Especially on pay 


days. Because Sam’s interest in 
the business was financial rather 
than esthetic, and he was always 
a specialist. Long before the days 
of specialization, Sam saw its pos- 


sibilities, and he started special- 
izing on newspaper men. 


This probably resulted from the 
fact that Sam spent his early days 
around newspaper men and quick- 
ly became conditioned to their 
ways. Especially the old time 
newspaper man, who was usually 
needing a little pocket money. 


Being a quick man with anything 
from half a buck to 50, Sam start- 
ed in a small way and over a 
period of years worked himself 
up to the status of a fixture with 
some of the qualities of a legend. 
And in the eyes of many of the 
boys, the qualities of a necessary 
evil. There are times when even 
the most scrupulous are willing to 
pay back six for a quick five. 
After years of having been 
known as a_ specialist, it was 
something of a surprise in finan- 
cial circles when Sam emerged 
as a capitalist on the grand scale. 
Perhaps no one is more impressed 
than Sam himself. He proudly 
brings forth a list of his holdings 
which have, he points out, a face 
value of $370,000 and a current 
market value of $222,000. But its 
hard to tell whether Sam is more 
impressed by the money repre- 
sented or the fact that he now 
can, as he puts it, “walk right 
into that boardroom and point 
my fingers at those directors.” 


There are rumors to the effect 
that Sam’s proprietory interest in 
the railroad has already extended 
past the boardroom and that it 
will only be a question of time 
until he is giving the engineers 
some tips on how to run engines 
more economically. But before 
one can judge Sammy, one has 
to know the whole story, a story 
which covers a period of 68 years, 
some 56 of which have been spent 
on the streets and alleys of St. 
Louis. It contains those qualities 
of comedy and tragedy which 
make for true drama. Even Sam- 
my thinks it would make a great 
motion picture.

E tells the story himself, al- 

most at the drop of a hat, you 

might say, and with the dis- 
arming air of a man who would 
rather cut off his right arm than 
conceal anything. The story starts 
in 1891 when the Bronstein fam- 
ily, fresh from Bessarabia, arrived 
in St. Louis with a samovar and 
five dollars. There were seven of 
them, parents and five children. 
Sam was 13, and about all he re- 
members about the trip wag that 
they landed in the steerage after 
his father paid for second class, 
and that one day, while all of 
them were trying to sleep in one 
top bunk, they spilled a cup of 
water on an ill-tempered German 
in the bunk below. 

“He beat hell out of the old 
man,” Sam recalls sadly, “and al- 
most threw all the rest of us off 
the boat.” 

No one of the family could 
speak a word of English. They 
lived for a week in the home of 
a friend who had preceded them 
to St. Louis, and then they took 
up residence in a couple of rooms 
in an alley off Biddle street, us- 
ing five dollars which had been 
given them by Moses Fraley, a 
wealthy St. Louls business man 
and Jewish benefactor. 


“We had no furniture,” Sam re- 
calls. “Seven of us slept on the 
floor.” 

His father went to work in a 
sweat shop pressing clothes for 
$6 a week, and an older brother 
bought a valise and went out to 
peddle shoestrings and handker- 
chiefs. 
linings in sleeves in another sweat 
shop, and his mother made 25 
cents a day washing bottles for a 
man who dealt in secondhand 
bottles. 

Sam, unable to speak English, 
no money in his pocket, formed 
a habit then which was to serve 
him many a time during the next 
half century. He saw a bunch 
of boys playing marbles. He stood 
and watched and wondered how, 
with not even one marble to in- 
vest, and no knowledge of the 
game, he could make something 
out of the deal. He noticed that 
the cops were always breaking up 
the game and making the kids 
get out of the street. Then Sam 
had his first idea. 

“T told them, ‘You give me a 
marble every time I tip you off 
that the cop is coming this way.’ 
They said okay. I was a, what 
you call them?, finger mar” 
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at which point his native 

shrewdness asserted itself again. 
He placed three marbles together 
in a triangle, balanced the fourth 
on top, and then told the boys: 
“You stand back there at that 
line and shoot at the pile. If you 
hit them, you get them all—four 
to one. If you miss, you give me 
a marble.” The odds looked good 
to the boys, who hadn’t stopped

He soon had all their marbles.

- and Sam wanted capital, “One 
the kids said to me, ‘You got 

all my marbles and I’m going to 
tell my mamma.’ I said to him, 
‘No, here’s what you do. Ask your 
mamma for a nickel. Then I'll 
sell your marbles back to you.’” 

The deal went through. Sam 
had his first nickel. “That was my 
working capital. I became a finan- 
cier.” 

He had seen boys selling news- 
papers, and he asked one of them 
how to get papers to sell. With 
his nickel he purchased 20 copies 
of the St. Louis Chronicle, which 
wholesaled at five for a penny, 
retailed at one cent. It wasn’t 
but a few days before he was 
making enough money that his 
mother could quit washing bot- 
tles. Newsboys didn’t have cor- 
ners in those days. They roamed 
at will, getting off. and on street- 
cars, and even taking trains over 
to East St. Louis. But where the 
rest of the boys walked, Sammy 
ran. In time he came to be known 
as “Airship,” a name he carried 
a good many years. 

“T gold papers where 
crowds was,” Sam explains. “You 
can’t sell papers to trees.” The 
proudest achievement of his early 
career was the day he sold Joseph 
Pulitzer, the elder, a copy of his 
own paper. He thought it would 
be quite an achievement. He 
heard that Mr. Pulitzer was in 
town, and he hung around the 
old Post-Dispatch building at 513 
Olive street until he encountered 
him. He followed him down the 
street. 

“IT said to myself I was gonna 
get him to buy a paper off me if 
it killed me, I said, ‘Mr. Pulitzer, 
are you gonna buy a paper from 
me?’ He looked at me and said, 
‘Who are you?’ [I said, ‘I’m a 
hustler and I'd like you to buy a 
paper from me.’ Ile thought it 
over for a minute and then he 
said, ‘You know, young fella, I’m 
going to give you a job.’ I said, 
‘Not me, I'm gonna sell papers.’ 
Then he explained he wags going 
to put me on a requisition, which 
meant I got $2.50 a week as a sort 
of salary on top of what I made 
selling the paper.” 
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the 


thing unique in the way of 

newsboys. Unique and rather 
upsetting. He got around and he 
kept his eyes and ears open. Never 
lacking in nerve, he made himself 
known to the editors of the day 
and was able occasionally to give 
them a tip on something. In re- 
turn he thought nothing of going 
in and looking over an editor’s 
assignment book to see what big 
stories were breaking, so he could 
think up a good catch line in ad- 
He was also noted for his 
persistence, and he is proud of 
the fact that people would often 
give him a dollar, just to go away. 


“T knew a lot of stuff on a lot 
of people, too. I was a sort of 
Walter Winchell of my day,” he 
confides with a confidential smile. 

Never one to let an opportunity 
go begging, Sammy would look for 
possibilities in every situation. 
Like the time William Jennings 
Bryan came here to speak in 
1896 and thousands of people had 
gathered at the hall. It was a 
sweltering hot day, and Bryan’s 
train was more than two hours 
late, 


“IT was hanging around the hall,” 
Sam recalls, “and I kept thinking, 
‘How am [I gonna make some 
money out of this? I didn’t have 
a dime to invest in hot dogs or 
cold drinks or anything to sell. 
But I noticed that the women in 
their corsets and the men in their 
hats and coats were suffering 
from the heat. And I got an idea. 

“Right across the street was a 


[« time Sammy became some- 
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police station and the chief owned 
a storm buggy. It was parked 
outside. I decided to take a 
chance. I ‘borrowed’ the chief's 
buggy and went down to see a 
man I knew who let me have 1000 
palm leaf fans, on credit for $10. 
Inside of half an hour I had sold 
them all, for a total of $50. I 
had a pocket full of money. I 
needed money for my mother.” 


One gets the impression that 
whenever Sam needed an incen- 
tive to push him, he had but to 
remind himself how badly his 
mother needed the money. 


Meantime Sam’s father, a dream- 
er and a philosopher, was unhappy 
in the sweat shop. Sam decided to 
set him in the old clothes business, 
He devised an. unusual system for 
getting the old clothes. One of his 
mottoes, in addition to his favor- 
ite: “Buy at a funeral and sell at 
a wedding,” was, “Run with the 
big shots if you can afford it, and 
if you can’t afford it, run with 
them anyway.” 


Sam made a point of trying to 
get bankers, lawyers, newspaper 
editors and anyone else he thought 
was influential on his list of paper 
customers. He claims today that 
William Marion Reedy, essayist, 
George S. Johns, editor of the 
Post-Dispatch editorial page, and 
Charles Chapin, city editor of the 
Post-Dispatch, taught him to read 
by spelling out words and sen- 
tences from the newspapers he 
carried under his arm. He still 
hasn't learned to write much be- 
yond his own name. 

B clothes, he _ started leaving 

newspapers and magazines on 
the desks of his better-to-do cus- 
tomers, but asking for no pay. He 
wouldn’t even mention them until 
he had left two or three dollars 
worth. When he did mention it, 
some of them would argue that 
they hadn’t wanted the papers and 


magazines and didn’t intend to 
pay for them, 


“That’s all right,” Sam would 
tell them. “Of course, the more 
you read, the more you'll know. 
But if you don’t want to pay me 
you don’t have to. But maybe you 
have some old clothes you would 
give me instead?” Most of them 
did, and he began to accumulate 
quite a stock of merchandise. But 
there igs always more than one 
angle to every deal with a man 
like Sam. “When I got a really 
good suit, I'd take it to the pawn- 
broker and get cash to live on, 
then I'd sell the pawn ticket.” 


One Saturday night there was 
a state Democratic convention in 
town, and the place was alive with 
politicians with* money in their 
pockets, This always aroused 
Sam’s native instincts. He stood 
around the old Southern Hotel, 
watching the milling crowd and 
wondering how he could get some 
of that money out of their pock- 
ets and into his. Then, as usual, 
he had an inspiration. 


There was a newsboy Sam 
sometimes bummed around with 
who had one of those fabulous 
memories. Total recall. He and 
Sam could go to a vaudeville show 
and when they came out the news- 
boy could sing every verse of every 
song they had heard. Sam also 
recalled that the boy had twice 
heard William Jennings Bryan 
speak, and that he knew the 
“Cross of Gold” speech almost by 
heart. He knew the boy would 
be asleep in some alley, waiting 
for the early morning editions to 
come out, so he routed him out.

The politicians 
began to gather and when the boy 
orator reached those stirring lines:

“Quick as anything I grabbed 
my cap and passed it around,” 
Sam says. “They filled it with 
money, then I grabbed the kid off 
the box and we beat it.” 


By 1903, Sam was sort of king 
of the newsboys. He might better 
be referred to as “dean” since he 
had reached the age of 25. Hé had 
accumulated enough clothes to set 
his father up in business, but it 
hadn't worked. “You can’t make 
a business man out of a philoso- 
pher,” Sam says with sad resigna- 
tion, “anymore than you could 
make one out of anewspaperman.” 


Some of his brothers or sisters 
had marrfed or gone out on their 
own. The family responsibility 
was on Sam’s shoulders. So we 
find him again, this time lying 
in bed, searching his mind for an 
idea. He got one. He went to 
see Harry Hawes, then president 
of the Jefferson Club, a political 
organization, and talked him into 
the idea of having the club give a 
big banquet for all the newsboys 
in town. He even went before 
the board meeting of the club 
himself. to plead the cause. “I was 
scared atiff,” Sam recalls, “but my 
initiative imagination reminded 
me they were only flesh and 
blood.” He put it over. 


But where did Sam come in? 
“T had an ulterior motive,” he ex- 
plains with disarming candor. “I 
had to get something out of it.” 
Then you learn why Sam really 
went through the agony of facing 
the board meeting. 

“T go around and tell all the 
newsboys, ‘Now you're going to 
face the outstanding business and 
professional men of the city. You 
never know when you'll need a 
break and one of them can help 
you. You want to make your very 
best appearances. You want to 
look nice. Now come over to the 
store and let me sell you a nice 
pair of pants.” He sold out. 
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URING the week when Pres!i- 
D dent McKinley lay between life 

and death, Sam sold a lot of 
papers, but he kept wondering 
how he could cash in on it. Then 
one day he noticed an advertise- 
ment of a printing company offer- 
ing half-tone prints of “our mar- 
tyred President,” as they were la- 
beled. For a dime. As usual, Sam 
needed capital, so he went to a 
banker he kenw. He told the 
banker he knew. He told the 
was sick, needed money. He bor- 
rowed a hundred dollars, went to 
the printihg company and bought 
a thousand copies of the picture, 
sold them that afternoon at 15 
cents a copy, paid back the hun- 
dred and had a profit of $50.

People. stood in lines blocks long 
trying to get their money out of 
the banks. “Women in shawls, 
poor women,” Sam recalls sym- 
pathetically. “At one bank they 
were told they had to put in appli- 
cation 60 days in advance to get 
their money. They came out cry- 
ing.” Sam was touched by this, 
so he made arrangements with a 
banker friend. As the women 
came out crying, Sam very kindly 
purchased their accounts for 50 
cents on the dollar, 

When Sam got married in 1907, 
he quit selling papers. After all, 
he was 29 years old and had drift- 
ed into another line of business, 
the small loan business, which he 
was to pursue for a good many 
years. Whether Sam was a bene- 
factor, as he likes to view him- 
self, or whether he was something 
else again, seems to depend on 
the point of view. 
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lars to newspapermen who 

were short of carfare. In time 
he became known as a convenient 
source for a quick loan, and the 
time finally arrived when it be- 
came a full time occupation. In 
fact, Sam says he spent the next 
couple of decades “just fooling 
around, mostly chasing the news- 
papermen.’ 

Sam required no collateral, noth- 
ing was signed and nothing 
changed hands but the money. 
But the rate of interest was some- 
thing which old time newspaper~ 
men still are unable to fathom. 
Some say it was all the traffic 
would bear, depending on how 
desperate you were for the loan. 
Sam says he had no fixed rate of 
interest, but it is the consensus 
that the entire rate up and down 
the scale was about on a basis of 
six bucks for five per week. 

Sam did all his own collecting. 
When pay day arrived, so did Sam, 
If he didn’t catch them at the 
office, he would catch them at 
their favorite saloon. If they 
switched saloons, he nosed around 
until he learned the new hang-out. 
If a man couldn’t make his pay- 
ments on a loan, Sam generously 
made him another loan to meet 
the payment with. At the usual 
interest. It was said of some old- 
timers that the only way they 
could get out of Sam’s clutches 
was to die, 

Sam himself tells of the time 
he was in Chicayo and ran out of 
money. He went to a newspaper 
office, thinking he might make a 
loan himself. When he walked in 
the door every man in the room 
save the editor ducked, in unison, 
under his desk. All of them were 
ex-St. Louis newspapermen who 
had left town owing Sam money. 

Sam says in his own behalf that 
he never pressed a man when he 
was out of a job, and when a man 
died the debt was wiped off the 
books. He points out also that he 
helped many a man out of a tight 
spot, 

“T married ’em, and [I even 
buried ’em,” he says. In any event,

of cash during the panic of 1907. there is no doubt that Sam has his 
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place in the informal] history of St. 
Louis journalism. 
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During these years Sam took 
flyers at other things, and in 
one of them a newspaperman 
was his downfall. He talked Sam 
into the idea of a correspondence 
school for boys on How to Play 
Baseball. “It fell through like a 
snowball on a hot stove,” Sam 
says. “It was so terrible it was a 
wonder we weren't arrested for 
using the mails.” 

It cost him $500, but he re 
couped his losses not long after in 
a deal reMiniscent of some of his 
newsboy coups. It was in 1926, 
when it appeared, late in the sea- 
son, that the Cardinals were going 
to win the pennant. He saw & 
long line of people at the down- 
town ticket office one Friday, buye 
ing tickets for the Sunday double- 
header. The tickets were selling 
at the regular price of $1.10. Sam, 
as usual, had an inspiration and, 
as usual, needed capital. He en- 
listed the aid of a couple of 
friends and wrote a hot check for 
$500. Then he and his friends 
bought $400 worth of tickets (he 
needed the other 100 bucks for cur- 
rent expenses) and started ped- 
dling them at advanced prices, 
They started at $2.50, and by game 
time they were going for $8. “We 
made around $1800," Sam saya, 
“which was pretty good for a 
‘kited’ check.” 
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started playing the stock mar- 

ket. It all started when some 
economist he met told him about 
South American bonds. He bor 
rowed $500 and bought some Chile 
bonds which were selling at $10 a 
thousand. They started going up, 
and Sam got the stock market 
fever. They got to be worth $6000, 
and he learned the trick of put- 
ting up his holdings as security 
and buying against them. He 
pyramided his bonds up to @ pa- 
per profit of $80,000. “I walked 
around like a drum major,” he 
says. 

On the first Monday in Septem- 
ber, 1937, Sam _ recalls, stocks 
started going down. He refused 
to sell and was wiped out, all but 
$1000 in a Puerto Rico tobacco 
company. But he had learned 
something about the market. He 
used the $1000 to buy Missouri 
Pacific bonds with a face value 
of $74,000. He also started buy- 
ing stock in International-Great 
Northern, a subsidiary of Missouri 
Pacific. His holdings in this line 
show a face value of $296,000. He 
borrowed money on his life insur- 
ance and bought more Missourt 
Pacific bonds, investing in all a 
total of only $4100. People have 
wondered where he got the idea to 
buy the bonds. 

Sam says he figured that in 
case of war the Missouri Pacific 
would be the main route to the 
southwest. “If any railroad comes 
back,” I said to myself, “it will be 
that one. Horace Greeley said 
‘Go west.’ I went southwest, 


“My ulterior motive is this, If 
the Wheeler bill (a proposal to 
suspend trusteeships of larger 
railroads and turn them back to 
the old stockholders for reorgani- 
zation) goes into effect I'll have 
$370,000 in bonds, and they'll owe 
me $260,000 in back dividends. If 
the bill doesn’t pass and the re 
cent federal court decision stands 
on reorganization plans, I'll still 
k.ive $80,000 coming in back divi- 
dends and get 5300 shares of class 
A stock and class B stock, Per- 
sonally I hope they give me the 
stock. If a man’s got cash, it’s 
like playing solitaire. But if he’s 
got stocks its gives him something 
to occupy his mind.” 

Meantime, Sammy says he lives 
on borrowed money. “I just bor- 
rowed $5000 from the bank last 
week to live on. That’s the way 
I balance my budget.” . 

He hasn’t missed a day being 
downtown in 53 years. He used 
to spend his time chasing the 
newspaper boys, he says, and try- 
ing “to think up ways to turn @ 
quick dollar. 

“Now,” he says, “I spend my 
time at the board rooms, watching 
the market go up and down.”

the St. Louis Little Symphony 

season are not yet completed, 
it is certain that at least five con- 
certs will be given in Washington 
University Quadrangle during the 
¢ummer months. The directors of 
the organization are also agreed 
that the character of the pro- 
grams will be the same as in for- 
mer years. This is welcome in- 
formation. The Little Symphony 
concerts could certainly be im- 
proved in many respects. It would 
be particularly desirable, for in- 
stance, to improve the ensemble 
in certain sections. But the pro- 
grams, which have reflected a 
consistent policy since the first 
concerts were held in the John 
Burroughs outdoor theater more 
than 10 years ago, have always 
been distinguished for their va- 
riety, freshness and their suit- 
ability to time and place. 


Program making for an organ- 
igation that deals in art music, 
rather than in straight entertain- 
ment, is always a perplexing and 
uncertain business. It can be 
safely said that no program was 
ever performed which was entire- 
ly satisfactory to the artists who 
were responsible for it and to all 
members of the audience at the 
same time. Programs, thérefore, 
are always a compromise between 
the natural inclinations of those 
who make them and the assumed 
susceptibilities of a probable au- 
dience. 


Atte st: Tor definite plans for 
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IN THE LAST FEW years, all 
of the principal symphonic or- 
ganizations of the Vnited States 
have been criticized for their lack 
of imagination in this respect. 
Lack of imagination is hardly the 
correct expression. What it 
amounts to is lack of boldness. 
Conductors know from experience 
that a few symphonies by Brahms, 
Beethoven and Tschaikowsky will 
always meet with a favorable re- 
eeption. Consequently they turn 
to them in moments of doubt and 
such moments of doubt are appar- 
ently becoming more frequent. 
This situation has become so flag- 
rant among the big eastern orches- 
tras that the joint repertory ex- 
posed in Boston, New York and 
Philadelphia has been reduced to 
50 pieces, according to Virgil 
Thompson, the chief music critic 
of the New York Herald Tribune. 


The obvious danger of such a 
policy is that a point will be 
reached when audiences will have 
become surfeited even with the 
old favorites and will have been 
prepared for nothing else. It is 
not merely that contemporary 
composers are neglected. The 
whole potential repertory is neg- 
lected, 
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THE ST. LOUIS Little Sym- 
phony is in the fortunate position 
of never having coddled any par- 
ticular composer or any particular 
group in its audience. Neverthe- 
less public support of the concerts 
has grown steadily, which seems 
to mean that an easy surrender 
to what is assumed to be the pub- 
lic taste is not always best even 
for the short term interests of a 
musical organization. It is true 
of course, that the Little Sym- 
phony has deliberately avoided the 
performance of music that would 
require a too intense concentra- 
tion on the part of a summer au- 
dience. On the other hand, it has 
given a fair representation to con- 
temporary composition and has 
ranged far and wide in searching 
out little known but thoroughly 
sound works of the established 
masters. 


Its freedom from the star sys- 
tem has enabled it to present mu- 
sic for solo clarinet, for viola and 
violin, for four pianos and other 
combinations which never figure 
in the programs of the more con- 
gervative organizations. These 
are unusual combinations, not be- 
cause Mozart and Bach regarded 
them as such, but because artifi- 
cially restrictions have made them 
£0. 
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IN THE TENTATIVE programs 
prepared for next summer by 
Stanley Chapple, conductor of the 
Little Symphony, the same prin- 
ciples are observed that have pre- 
vailed in the past. The music will 
be light in the sense that a 
Mozart serenade is light, but will 
be undisputably superior in qual- 
ity. Among the novelties being 
considered are “Three Pastorals’ 
by Fred Hart, “Quiet City” by 
Aaron Copland, “Darker America” 
by Grant Still, the Negro com- 

r, and “Three Tone Pictures” 
by Griffes. All of these will be 
allocated to one-half of a pro 
gram devoted to American music. 
Asta counter-poise to this group, 
the little known Symphony No. 1 
by Schubert will be offered in the 
second half of the program, 


Other novelties by contempor- 
ary composers will include 
“Greenbushes” by Percy Grain- 
ger, a “Serenade” by Hugh Ful- 
ton, “Capriol Suite” by Peter War- 
lock and the “Lark Ascending” 
for violin and smal] orchestra by 
Vaughan Williams. Unfamiliar 
works extracted from what should 
be a standard literature will be 
the “Allegro <Appassionata” for 
piano and orchestra by Schumann 
and Bach’s “Three Piano Con- 
certo.” 


From the foregoing it can be 
seen that the Little Symphony 
is still convinced that its public 
can be pleased and rewarded by 
something more than the old 
man-handled favorites,

R on skates which opened a nine-day run at The Arena 

Friday, is a great believer in the idea that “contradic- 
tions are the spices in an otherwise consistent life.”

EIGHT NATIONS RULE 
TANGIER IN AMITY 


Reds Still Haven’t Shown Up 
to Take Part in Inter- 
national Control. 


By LUIS C. LUPI 
TANGIER 
ZONE, March 9 (AP)—This poly- 
glot port on Africa’s northwest 
tip, not far from Britain’s Gibral- 
tar and the strategic Mediter- 
ranean, -is a small-scale testing 
ground of postwar international 
co-operation. 

Eight nations now work to- 
gether in the provisional govern- 
ment of a 145-square-mile inter- 
national zone inhabited by some 
100,000 Moslem Moors, Moroccan 
Jews, Spanish, French, English, 
Portuguese, Italians and other 
nationals. 

Soviet Russia, which has advo- 
cated Mediterranean trusteeships, 
is a question mark. The Rus- 
sians took part in the Paris con- 
ference last August that set up 
the provisional government and 
are entitled to a consulate here 
and seats on the international 


tive assembly. They haven't shown 
up yet and some have been bet- 
ting that they would not. Yet the 
big obstacle to Russian participa- 
tion, Franco Spain, is on the way 
out of Tangier. 

Tangier was international be- 
fore the war. Spain occupied it 
while other nations were busy 
with war, in June 1940, with the 
announced policy of “protecting 
its neutrality,” and took full 
charge. 

The Paris conference—of United 

States, British, French and Rus- 
sian experts—admitted the Span- 
ish to the provisional government 
but, partly because of Russian in- 
sistence, barred them from dis- 
cussions of a permanent inter- 
national zone setup as long as 
Franco stayed in power. These 
discussions are scheduled for April 
—again in Paris. . 
In the _ provisional legislative 
assembly France and Spain have 
four members each; Britain and 
Italy, three each, and the United 
States, Belgium, The Netherlands 
and Portugal, one each. Consuls 
of these nations make up the 
control committee. Cuba, Norway, 
Sweden and Switzerland also have 
Tangier consuls. 

On occasion, United States 
spokesmen have said—though they 
won't be quoted now—that they 
wil] approve nothing short of a 
real international government 
here. Some highly vocal Tangier 
groups charge the current con- 
trol is not so much international 
as French.

Allen Denies He Is Truman Jester, 
Too Many Worries to Get a Laugh 


New RFC Boss Tells a Few of His Stock of 
Jokes—Motto Is ‘When It Rains, 
Rain’s My Choice.’

WASHINGTON, March 9 (AP) 
—Big George Allen, new boss of 
the Reconstruction Finance Cor- 
poration, wears a Sunday smile, 
but his eyes search you impa- 
tiently. 

Once he was a lawyer in Green- 
field, Ind., home town of the great 
Hoosier poet, James Whitcomb 
Riley. 

There’s where he picked up his 
favorite quotation: “When it rains, 
rain’s my choice.” 

One of his best stories is about 
the Indiana farm boy who came 
into the fabulous West Baden re- 
sort hotel and said: 

“Gee, pop, wouldn’t this hold a 
lot of hay?” 

Allen has a jungleful of ideas, 
but he says he’s lazy—that he 
“loves doing a fancy lot of no- 
thing.” 

He says he is like the old 
Roman emperor, Marcus Aurelius, 
who could do everything on time 
except get up in the morning. He 
plays golf in the low 70s. That is 
about all he does off work except 
read detective stories and “do my 
stuff as the table.” | 

Favorite Byword. 

His favorite byword. is “aw- 
shaddap” and he likes to eat, 
sleep and scratch himself. 

He is 5 feet 11 inches tall and 
weighs 210. He look and talks 
a lot like Irvin Cobb, but he says 
the rumor that he gives President 
Truman a daily laugh is untrue. 

He says Truman likes a good 
story and plenty of horseplay at 
the right time. But, he says, this 
administration has so many wor- 
ries that it is hard to get a laugh 
about anything, 

Allen comes from Mississippi, 
but he has been here 15 years and 
expects to stay. He wears prob- 
ably the swellest tailor-made 
clothes in town. : 

He quoted me his “Life Lesson” 
from an old professor at Cum- 


berland University, a law school 
near Nashville: 
“A man is no bigger than the 
things that annoy him.” 
This handicapped him in school 
once. A smaller boy he had bluffed 
for years suddenly quit running, 
turned and whipped the tar out 
of him. 
“The day I caught up with that 
feller is the day I made my big- 
gest mistake,” he will tell you. 
Part Irish, Part English 
Allen is part Irish and part 
English. 
He told the senate banking and 
currency committee, which had to 
confirm his RFC appointment: 
“No man can bear false witness 
against me. I have told the truth 
about my business connections, 
and no wise guy can make a mon- 
key of me.” 
Allen’s best story on himself is 
about the time he lost one farm 
trying to draw a straight in poker 
and lost another when he drew 
one. 
He ‘says that of all his jobs he

He says he has never asked for 
a government job and never want- 
ed to hold one only “long enough 
to get some friend off the hot 
squat.” 

He tells a yarn about the time 
he boarded President Roosevelt's 
campaign train at Cripple Creek, 
Colo. Washington reporters ac- 
cused him of trying to get a job 
on the United States Supreme 
Court—which he had not—and 
Roosevelt overheard it. 

At Sparks, Nev., the President 
spoke from the rear platform. 
Finishing, he said: 

“Now, you'll hear from my great 
and good friend...‘Judge’ Allen.” 
Allen says the wisecrack. slapped 
his ears back so hard all he could 
think of was: “Folks... howdy.”
